A TARIFF BILL. 


The Tariff Reform Committee of 
the New York Reform Olub has com- 
piled a tariff bill, the text of which, 
with such portions of the schedules 
as are of especial interest to our read- 
ers, is reproduced on another page of 
this issue. This is the first bill in the 
fleld and suggests most radical 
changes, whether regarded in the 
way of reform will depend upon the 
bias or interest of the reader. Some 
of the principal features of the bill it 
may be well to specify. Crude mate- 
rials, to be used in the process of 
manufacture, are in general made 
free of duty, under the rule that if 
the Government is compelled to tax 
manufacturers upon imported mate- 
rials, it is in justice bound to give 
them a compensating duty on com. 
peting products, and as these are to 
be greatly reduced and in some 
cases removed altogether, it fol- 
lows that crude materials should 
be admitted free. All duties have 
been made strictly ad valorem, except 
only some of those which are levied 
as compensatory for internal revenue 
taxes on similar articles produced 
here, All foreign articles which, if 
made here, would be subject to in- 
ternal revenue taxes, are subject to 
at least an equal tax, and the ad 
valorem duty imposed is in addition 
to a tax equivalent to that levied 
upon the domestic article. The com- 
mittee in their explanation of the bill 
say “it would be exceedingly de- 
sirable to have no specific free list, 
but to make everything free which is 
not made expressly subject to duty.” 
This they have found impracticable, 
but they have placed upon the free 
list ‘‘all articles upon which the 
revenue collected is too small to pay 
for collection, and upon which it is 
not probable thatany mere reduction 
of rates would produce substantial 
revenue.”’ A reference to the bill 
itself will disclose other features of 
interest. The items in schedules A 
and B are printed to show on what 
articles the higher rates of duty are 
levied,but in the other schedules only 
the articles in which our readers are 
interested are given. 

This is the first tariff bill presented 
to the public, but it will doubtless be 
followed by others containing more 
or less radical changes from the ex- 
isting law. This fairly opens the 
ball and it will be kept rolling until 
Congress finally passes a bill in con- 
formity with the wishes of the people, 
the result of the last election being 
regarded as an emphatic demand for 
tariff reform, that having been the 
main issue. We refrain from dis- 
cussing the various changes in our 
lines, however radical, as this bill is 
not given as the final result of the Re- 
form Club’s labors, and will probably 
undergo considerable revision before 
presentation to Congress next winter, 
when analysis and discussion will be in 
order. 





QUININE DEPRESSED. 


The interest in quinine from a spec- 
ulation point of view seems to have 
subsided. Nobody at the present 
time can be found who is willing to 
buy the salt as an investment, not- 
withstanding that the market, so far 
as future prospects go, seems to be 
in better shape than it has been on 
many occasions when the speculation 
fever was atits height. There is no 
good reason to doubt that the man- 
ufacturers have reached a final con- 
clusion not to sell as freely for future 
delivery as they have been in the 
habit of doing in the not very remcte 
past. The fact that they will 
not accept orders for deliveries ex- 
tending over sixty days is proof of 
this. There is also very good reason 
to believe that there exists an under 
standing among the producers to 








keep prices up to the present level, 
and there is ground for the presump- 
tion that they have entered into an 
alliance to keep the price of bark 
down. The returns from recent bark 
sales seem to show that. 


There are strong features in the 
bark situation, which ought, in the 
ordinary course of events, to be re- 
flected by the quinine market, 
but the facts are that selling 
prices have weakened steadily 
though gradually during the last few 
weeks, and the margin between man- 
ufacturers’ and second hand prices 
has increased until at the present 
time the difference is fully one cent 
per ounce, That isto say, while none 
of the manufacturers’ agents is at 
liberty to accept less than twenty cents 
per ounce, second hand holders have 
taken or are said to be willing to 
take nineteen cents, and it is even in- 
timated that a firm offer of eighteen 
and three-quarter cents would not be 
declined. 


In seeking a cause for this depres. 
sion there are two or three things to 
be considered. These are the falling 
off of actual consumption, the ab- 
sence of speculation interest aud the 
anxiety of holders to dispose of 
their stocks. Perhaps the financial 
distress which is such a marked 
feature of the commercial situa- 
tion to-day, induces some _hold- 
ers, at least, to turn their quinine into 
money, and the difficulty they en- 
counter in placing their stock, be- 
cause there are few wants in the con- 
suming trade unsupplied, may cause 
them to express a willingness they do 
not feel, to accept from a quarter to 
half a cent less than they consider 
their quinine to be worth. 

Despite dull trade and increased 
supplies, there is, apparently, not as 
much pressure to sell as might be ex- 
pected. It seems that only those who 
are actually in need of ready money 
are trying to interest buyers by offers 
to sell at comparatively low rates. 
The majority of holders are, seeming- 
ly, convinced that it is only a ques- 
tion of afew weeks when the tone of 
the market will be restored. They 
realize that as cousumers are well 
supplied they will have to wait 
until the stock in the hands of distri- 
buters is reduced by the increasing 
wants of consumption. 

A reason for the present de- 
pressed condition of the market 
might be found in the accu- 
mulation of supplies in distribu- 
ters’ and consumers’ hands, as a re- 
sult of recent deliveries from London 
on the speculative purchases made 
there on American account within the 
past month or six weeks. The Gov- 
ernment statistics giving the imports 
for the past nine months show 
receipts during that time of 
nearly 550,000 ounces in excess 
of the quantity brought in during the 
corresponding period a year ago, & 
good deal of this represents manufac- 
turers deliveries direct to consumers, 
but no small part of it was bought on 
speculation, and remains uusold. 
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DEPRESSION IN CANARY SEED. 

The depression which has been in 
existence for some time past in the 
canary seed market, both here and in 


Europe, seems to warrant a few words 
When the last crop of 
seed commenced to move, the gener-

al tendency of prices was in an up- 


ward direction and concurrently with 
a good consumptive demand through- 
out the winter months, values were 
fairly steady and the outlook was en- 
couraging. This favorable status was, 
however, only of temporary duration, 
as influences were exerted which 
gradually unsettled the course of traf- 
fic and precipitated the low prices 


now prevailing. What particular 
cause or combination of factors can 
be held responsible for the present 
state of affairs itis difficult to deter- 
mine with precision, and so far as the 
future practical aspects are concerned 
this question is not so material as 


that of the probable tendency of 
trade during the coming months. 
It isa matter of current remark by 


many that speculative manipulation 
and alack of harmony among com- 
peting interests are the prime causes 
of the disturbances alluded to, while 
others incline to the opinion that a 
backward demand for canary seed, su- 
perinduced by the prevalent monetary 


stringency has contributed largely to 
depress quotations. 


The Smyrna market, in common 
with that of London, has lately dis- 
played the same weak features as 
those which have characterized our 
own, but it is a noteworthy fact, not- 
withstanding the acknowledged scare- 
ity of supplies available in the lead- 
ing ports, the New York market is 
now the lowest in the world. Within 
the past fortnight, the situation at 
London and Smyrna has improved, 
and the indications now point to in- 
creasing firmness, with a subsidence 
of the timid feeling which has con- 
trolled operators there. These cir- 
cumstances have not, as yet, produc- 
ed any appreciable effect here except 
that at the momenta more substantial 
undertone is manifesting itself, 

It is impossible now to make any 
definite statement, regarding the 
yield of the next crop, but assuming 
that it will be as large as the average 
for the past few years, there is room 
for the belief that the statistical posi- 
tion of the article will be compara- 
tively strong during the coming 
twelve months. 

That the crop may fall below the 
average is not improbable, if it is cor- 
rect, as reported, that the sowings in 
Morocco and Barbary have been re- 
stricted or injured by unseasonable 
weather. 

From the foregoing synopsis, it 
would seem to be a logical conclusion 
that the low range of prises with 
which the trade is now contending 
must inevitably yield in the near 
future to a healthier condition of 


trade.

THE GLASS MARKET. 


There was a very full meeting last 
week in Chicago, of the members of 
the new organization which is en- 
deavoring to take control of the 
window glass market and put prices 
on what it considers to be a profit- 
able footing. Everybody who could 
possibly be present was there, the few 
absentees having been detained by 
sickness. There were several sessions, 
the situation was carefully reviewed, 
and steps were taken to prevent the 
recurrence of those depressing condi- 
tions which have demoralized the 
trade at intervals during the pasifew 
years, and brought many of the man- 
ufacturers to the verge of bankruptcy. 
What action was taken, the plans 
adopted to keep prices at figures that 
will prove profitable, and the — 

e- 


laid for preventing further 

moralization, can not be stated 
at the present time, as all 
those who have attended the 


meeting have sworn to say nothing 
regarding the proceedings. It is fair 
to presume, that the intention of the 
meeting was to adjust prices to a 
more satisfactory basis than was 
possible so long as the “every 
man for himself and the devil take 
the hind-most” policy controlled the 
action of the various manufacturers, 

It is admitted by the American pro- 
ducers of glass, (and the importers 
seem to be of the same opinion) that 
at present prices, which, by the way, 
are a vast improvement on those rul- 
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cinchona alkaloids has increased 500,- 
000 0z8. This is due to the specula- 
tive interest that has lately been man- 
ifested and to the fact that stocks 
being small,the European market was 
called upon to furnish supplies to 
meet contracts made in this market. 
The imports of oils, fixed on express- 
ed are in excess this year over last by 
nearly 13,000,000 pounds, the exact 
figures being for 1892, 23,672,368 
pounds and for 1893, 36,438,165 pounds. 
The increase in the imports of crown 
and window glass during last year 
was due solely to the fact that desir- 
able sizes of domestic glass were 
scarce, but this scarcity has evidently 
been remedied as the imports for the 
nine months under review shows a de- 
cided decrease of 3,000,000 pounds, 
over the corresponding period 
of 1892. The government table evi- 
dences that during the past nine 
months there were imported into 
the United States 52,359 bushels of 
linseed, against 251,116 bushels in 
1892. 

The exports of paraffine wax 
amount to 58,749,786 pounds for the 
nine months ending March 31, 1893, as 
contrasted with the 49,743,940 pounds 
for the same period of 1892, show an 
increase of 7,005,846 pounds, Alcohol 
shows an enormous decrease, the ac- 
tual figures being 1,157,394 proof 
gals, for 1892, as against 72,719 
proof gals. for 1893. The exports 
of oil cake and oil meal, as compiled 
by the United States statisti- 
cian, shows that over 36,000,000 
pounds more was exported in 1893, 
than in 1892. The exports of fish oils 
have greatly decreased during the 
past nine months, due to the fact that 
the production was unusually small 
and the demand for home consump- 
tion active. The exports for 1893 
amounted to 77,794 gallons as against 
750,272 gallons during the nine 
months ending March 31, 1892.

ing six weeks ago, there is no chance 
whatever for first hands to makea 
reasonable profit. Of courseit would 
not do, in the present depressed con- 
dition of general trade, to put prices 
up suddenly, and it appears to be the 
purpose of those who are engineering 
the scheme which was formulated at 
the time when, three or four weeks 
ago, the domestic producing interests 
were amalgamated and the importers 
were brought into line, to goslow and 
make the changes so gradual as 
not to excite the antagonism of con- 
sumers. Although there are some 
impatient individuals who believe 
that the market should be at once 
advanced to prices that will pay, this 
policy of going slow has been rigidly 
adhered to. 

While no positive statement regard- 
ing the future action of the consolida- 
tion can be made at this time, it 
isnot at all improbable that much 
higher prices for window glase will 
be named from June onward, By 
that time existing contracts will have 
been completed by both importers 
and manufacturers. In fact the 
spring trade will have been ended, 
and matters will then be in excellent 
shape for the making of arrange- 
ments for fall business. The Ameri- 
can manufacturers want a new long 
list that will admit of larger profits 
on sizes that are most difficult to pro- 
duce. The importers are satisfied 
with the present list, but under their 
new deal with the American produc- 
ers, they are willing to make conces- 
sions and as such a strong pressure 
is being brought to bear by those of 
the domestic makers who want a new 
list, it is almost a foregone conclusion 
that the long prices will be revised 
during the summer, and that the fall 
business will begin and be carried out 
on arange of quotations that will, at 
least, be entirely satisfactory to the 
American manufacturers,

IMPORTS AND EXVORTS 
NINE MONTHS. 

On another page will be founda 
tabulated statement of the imports 
and exports during the nine months 
ending March 31, 1893, and during 
the corresponding period of 1892. In 
the majority of the articles there has 
been but little marked difference, but 
in those where a great disparity ex- 
ists, either an increase or decrease, 
we make special reference and com- 
ment. Among the imports during 
the period mentioned, alizarine is no- 
ticeable for its marked increase over 
the corresponding nine months of 
1892, by over 500,000 pounds. Argols 
show an increase over the former pe- 
riod of 3,744,607 pounds. The im- 
ports of cinchona bark for the nine 
months of 1891 and 1892 are as fol- 
lows: 3,144,284 and 2,861,423 pounds 
respectively, and as compared with 
the nine months under review, a 
marked decrease is noticeable. In 
comparison with former years cochi- 
neal shows a decided decrease, the 
actual figures being: 1892, 199,618 
pounds and for 1893, 163,587 pounds, a 
decrease of 26,931 pounds. Owing to 
the consumptive demand, which is 
daily increasing, the imports of cutch 
and gambier have shown an excess 
over the corresponding nine months 
by over 8,609,425 pounds. Indigo has 
been shipped to this country in in- 
creasing quantities for consumption, 
the imports in 1892 nearly doubling 
those for 1891, and the period under 
review showing an increase over the 
corresponding nine months of 1892 of 
760,000 pounds. The import of muri- 
ate of potash, owing to the fact that 
manufacturers prefer to push forward 

‘their sulphate of potash, has de- 
creased by nearly 2,000,000 pounds the

The Wiener Medicinische Presse 
contains a report from Prof. Leyden 
to the Berlin Balneological Society, 
on trials he made with levulose 
(Diabetine-Schering), a certain kind 
of sugar, and found that this product 
was made use of to more advantage 
in the human economy than cane 
sugar and other carbo hydrates, and 
that the advantageous use increased 
with the length of time thearticle was 
taken, while for cane sugar the oppos- 
ite condition obtains. This result is 
quite satisfactory, as it proves the 
feasibility of improving the nutrition 
af patients with diabetes of medium 
intensity. 

The Melbourne Argus, describing a 
recent visit of a party of Victorian 
legislators, to a eucalyptus oil dis- 
tillery, states that the season is a re- 
markably favorable one for eucalyp- 
tus oil. During the previous week 
142 gallons had been distilled, which 
is the largest yield yet reached, the 
weekly average being about 10 gal- 
lons. There are about 5,000 acres of 
land on which the mallee is culti- 
vated by rolling down the larger 
growth and allowing the shoots to 
grow for about eighteen months, 
when they are in the best oil produc- 
ing condition. The produce of about 
1,000 acres is distilled every year. 


A ukase has been issued by the 
Russian Government prohibiting the 
use of any other material than pure 
beeswax in the manufacture of can- 
dles for ecclesiastical purposes. As 
the consumption of candles for devo- 
tional purposes in Russia is enor- 
mous, this sudden order has of course 
created great excitement in the min- 
eral and natural wax business, Its 
first effect has been to paralyze the 
business of the ozokerit mines of 
Boryslav, in the Austrian province of 
Galicia, where about twenty wagon 
loads of mineral wax are produced 
weekly, More than half of this has 
hitherto been sent over the border to 
Russia, either in the refined state (as 
ceresine) orraw. It was almost all 
used for candle making. 

The Grasse flower farmers complain 
greatly of the drought. They look 
upon April as the month which should 
bring to their crops the moisture 
necessary for their growth, yet the 
greater part of it passed this season 
without a drop of rain, The roses 
have already suffered considerably, 
and if the drought continuesthe yield 
of rose water aud otto may fall very 
much below theaverage. Theoutput 
of neroliand orange flower water is 
also likely to suffer from the same 
cause. The violetcrop has been gath- 
ered, and the eollection of jonquils is 
also drawing to a close. Over pro- 
duction and decreased consumption 
have greatly reduced the market 
value of the last named flower, 


About a year ago the street depart- 
ment of Charleston, 8. C., made an 
experiment of laying out a portion of 
roadway with the cinders of pyrites. 
This experiment, which was attempt- 
edon a very small scale, proved a 
great success, and now the depart- 
ment is repeating the operation. The 
cinders are obtained from the phos- 
phate works adjacent to Charleston 
and when mixed properly form a 
chemical compound that is hard and 
durable. The roadway that was laid 
outin pyrites cinders has proveda 
great success, and it is anticipated 
that the new venture will prove the 
same. Several layers of the cinders 
are required in laying the road bed,

The recent celebration of the 150th 
anniversary of Scheele’s birth has 
brought out some interesting stories 
about the famous Swedish pharma- 
ceutical chemist, not the least im- 
— being the claim advanced for 

im of complete priority in the dis- 
covery of oxygen. From his labora- 
tory notes and correspondence it now 
gopeare with full certainty that 
Scheele had obtained oxygen by 
various methods, and had described 
it accurately in 1771 or in the begin- 
ning of 1772. He named it first 
‘vitriolic air,’ subsequently “fire air” 
(aer purus, aer vitalis), He prepared 
it then from nitrates (saltpeter, mag- 
nesium nitrate), from manganese ore 
and arsenic acid or sulphuric acid, 
from mercuric oxide, silver carbonate 
(along with carbonic acid) and from 
gold oxide. This fundamental dis- 
covery, from which a new epoch in 
chemical science must be dated, slept 
for some years, and was made public 
in 1774 by Priestley though in a 
much less complete manner. 


In spite of the statement that 
neither the Warner Medicine Oo., of 
Rochester, nor that of London, will 
be affected by H. H. Warner’s assign- 
ment, it appears, according to reports 
from Rochester, that Mr. Warner 
owes the London concern a large 
amount of money. He owns about 
four-fifths of its capital stock. As se- 
curity for the payment of the amount 
due the company by Warner, said by 
some to be as high as $1,000,000, the 
company holds large blocks of its 
own stock, credited on its books to 
H. H. Warner. Some of Warner’s 
London stock, however, was pledged 
to other creditors by Mr. Warner as 
security for the extension of his paper. 
This latter will not come into the 
assignee’s hands, and cannot be used 
to pay either his general creditors or 
the London company. No estimate 
is given of the amount of stock used 
in securing extensions, and until that 
is known the exact condition of the 
London concern and of the Rochester 
= cannot be definitely ascer-

PETROLEUM NOTES. 


The production of the McDonald 
field has again dropped to about 
15,000 bbls, and the two Scott wells 
disappeared ftom the gauge list, leav- 
ing the field once more without a well 
producing 20 bbls an hour. 


The Ohio Oil Co. have started the 
drill on an important test well four 
and one-half miles northwest of Cold- 
water, O., and between Coldwater and 
Fort Recovery. This is an important 
test, as it is on a line between the In- 
diana and Ohio fields, and will assist 
considerably in solving the theory as 
to whether the Ohio and Indiana fields 
connect, 


The Ohio side of the Sistersville fleld 
is attracting considerable attention 
at present, owing to anumber of wells 
drilling in advance of developments. 
Nearly every foot of land in Ohio, 
Jackson and Lee townships, in Mon- 
roe county is now under eae. For 
some as much as $5 an acre has been 
paid in bonuses, and a yearly rental 
of $2 an acre. 


Operations in the field on the south 
bank of the reservoir, St. Mary’s, O., 
in which the bulk of the opera- 
tions have been done in the last 
two months, have fallen off consid- 
erably, and there are now only about 
nine strings of tools running. The 
production is now about at a stand- 
still and all the territory that is in 
sight has been developed, and but 
two wells are now drilling out of the 
defined limits. These wells are the 
Ohio Oil Company’s No.1 on the A, 
& H, Dicke farm, located in the north- 





east quarter of the southeast quarter 
of section 24, Franklin township, Mer- 
cer county. It is just across the St. 
Mary’s township line and is about a 
half mile west of developments. 


The shipments of Russian refined 
oilfrom Batoum for the month of 
April were not so large as the ship- 
ments for March, he first four 
months of 1893 show a great increase 
over the shipments for a similar peri- 
od of 1892. In April the shipments 
from that port were 502,451 barrels of 
refined oil of 51 gallons to the barrel. 
For the four months of 1893, the ex- 
ports of Russian refined oil were 1,- 
981,916 barrels of 51 gallons and for 
the corresponding four months of 
1892, the shipments were 1,535,212 
Russian barrels. This is an excess 
for the period of 1893 over 1892 of 
$46,704 Russian barrels. This repre- 
sents but asmall part of the refined 
oil production of the Russian inter- 
ests, as their home consumption ex 
ceeds the amount sent abroad. The 
Russian refined oil exports for March 
were 688,235 Russian barrels, while 
for February the shipments were 
450.980 Russian barrels.

Sec. 3, That on and after the first 
day of October, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-three, there shall be levied, 
collected and paid upon all articles 
imported from foreign countries, not 
otherwise specially provided for in 
this act, a duty of 20 per centum ad 
valorem.

Quicksilver and Borax in California. 
an Francisco, May 1, 1893. 


The latest new thing out in the dis- 
covery of a veritable quicksilver mine 
tight here in San Francisco on the 
land of a real estate owner named 
McCarthy, who was having some lots 
graded in the portion of the city be- 
tween the western addition and the 
mission. At first the matter was re- 
garded as a joke, but once the vet- 
eran assayer testified as to the rich 
character of the ore, it passed into 
the region of the practical and the 
small force of graders for the nonce 
become miners developing the mine. 
Some of the first pieces of ore assayed 
gave as a result a value of $400 to the 
ton. The ore is found at a very little 
depth beneath the surface, from five 
to ten feet, and the ore body has al- 
ready been traced for a couple of 
hundred feet. As quicksilver has 
been found in the coast range all the 
way from near Santa Cruz away 
north and over the border line into 
Oregon, it’s discovery in San Fran- 
cisco need not be a matter of surprise. 
The Golden Gate simply divides the 
coast range into two parts, but said 
range is continued right up into San 
Francisco to the borders of the Golden 
Gate Park, where the range of hills 
within the city limits is known as the 
Mission Mountains. It is on one of 
the spurs of these hills that the dis- 
covery has been made and now some- 
body ‘wants to christen the location 
Cinnabar Hill. The extent and per- 
manency of the find, must, of course, 
be left to time t) solve as many very 
promising ledges have turned to be 
mere fiascos. Some pieces of quartz 
taken from a greater depth than the 
first were decomposed quartz and ser- 
pentine with the vermilion stain run- 
ning through the center. It does 
not assay as well as what was taken 
out at first but this is said to argue 
more favorably for its permanency. 

The rich strike below Oak Bar and 
upposite the mouth of Morse Creek 
on the Klamath River promises to be 
the richest yet discovered in the 
state. The discovery was made close 
to the wagon road leading down the 
river. The specimens shown are ex- 
cellent and contain as large a per- 
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lobes yet discovered in California. 
It is comparatively easy to reach by 
railroad transit via Humbug Oreek, 
Hawkinsville and Yreka.

The receipts of quicksilver in San 
Francisco have not been quite so 
large of late as they were for the first 
two months ofthe year. March fell 
short when compared with February, 
and April falls somewhat short when 
compared with March. We are still, 
however, considerably ahead when 
compared with the same time in 1892, 
although the margin is becoming 
smaller by degrees and beautifully 
less. The producers are beginning to 
restrict shipments hither, that is 
plain. They have disposed well of 
the large receipts up to date. We 
may say that the exports by sea, say 
7,000 flasks, have almost doubled 
those of 1892 forthe same time. The 
exports by rail have slightly exceed- 
ed 3,000 flasks, about 800 flasks less 
than for the same time in1892, This 
makes the totals for the two years so 
far, say 10,000 flasks in 1893, as against 
7,500 flasks in 1892. 

Borax pursues the even tenor of its 
wer the market not being at all dis- 
turbed by — recent developments 
or rumors of them, although the 
mines are being quietly worked up, 
one of them having already 40 tons of 
crude borax out and ready for ship- 
ment.

The Linseed Vil Manufacturing Industry 
in the United States. 

BY JOHN BANNON, 


Among the many industries that 
have assumed great proportions 
within the past twenty-five years in 
the United States, not the least is the 
manufacture of linseed oil and cake, 
By taking a retrospective view of the 
business, dwelling briefly on its pro- 
gress in England, but more erpecially 
in the United States, it will be found 
that the advance made from the 
crude method originally employed in 
the art of expressing the oil from the 
seed, to the present highly efficient 
system which is now gradually com- 
ing into universal use, will compare 
favorably with the advance made in 
7" other manufacturing industry. 

ts rise dates from the abolition of 
the stamper press system, now some 
fifty years ago, and the introduction 
of the hydraulic vress, which in turn 
has been greatly improved within 
the past fifteen or twenty years. The 
introduction of the hydraulic press 
marks an important era in the history 
of the industry. 

It may not be inappropriate to give 
a brief resume of the business in- 
cluding the various progressive 
stages through which it has paassed 
from the period of its infancy to its 
preseut mature standing. 

The art of extracting oils from the 
pulp of fruit or vegetables by pressure 
is almost as old as the existence of 
the early progenitors of the human 
race. The student of classical lore 
will have perused the description 

iven by Pliney of an olive oil press, 

he industry from a manufacturing 
point of view dates its introduction 
into this country about 200 years 
back. In1752a linseed oil mill was 
located, and operated for many years, 
in that part of Manhattan Island 
which is new known as Oanal street. 
Several oil mills were, however, run- 
ning regularly many years before 
that period in New England. 

A pamphlet written by E. Williams, 
and published as far back as the 
year 1660, gives »n interesting ac- 
count of the cultivation of flaxseed 
during the early colonial days. It 
was entitled “‘Virginia,more especially 
the southern part thereof,’’ and 
speaking of the country the writer 
says: ‘“‘It will be to this common- 
wealth a standing magazine of wheat, 
cole seed, rape seed, flaxseed, etc. 

The first record we have of the 
system in use in this country states 
that the seed was first placed under a 
small set of vertical stones, partic- 
ular care being taken to have 
the faces smooth and as true as 
bammer and chisel could make them. 
In some instances this was the only 
grinding process the seed was sub- 
jected to. When it was ground to 
what was considered sufficient fine- 
ness, the removal of a slide from the 


innabar 
is found in good quality in the foot 
hills and along the tributaries of the 
Klamath from Beaver Creek for miles 
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pan adjoining the bed on which the 


circular stones revolved and over 


which a sweeper was continuously 
passing, permitted the bruised seed 
to fall on the floor, whence it was 
shovelled into a small iron pan to be 
heated by the direct action of fire. In 
those days the steam jacketted kettle 
was unknown. When the seed had 
been heated it was placed, while still 
warm, in common hemp bags between 
the plates of a small screw press and 
pressure applied by two or three men 
straining on the lever. But one di- 
minutive cake could be made at a 
single operation, the press being 
small and very much resembling in 
principle and design the ordinary 
letter copying press now in use in 
every business man’s office. The oil 
would trickle from between the plates 
and into a vessel placed beneath for 
the purpose. 

The writer is acquainted with an 
oil miller, yet strong and vigorous, 
are well advanced along the 
path of life, who has for many years 
operated a mill of considerable pro- 
portions and who commenced his 
commercial life when a boy by earn- 
ing his first dollar ae eno a press- 
ing machine of this simple design and 
which proved to be the fore-runner 
of his present large business. 

It was found impossible to main- 
tain a uniform heat through the seed 
in the open heating pans. During the 
heating operation a system of contin- 
uous agitation was kept up by means 
of long turning ladles, but great diffi- 
culty was experienced in preventing 
the bottom layers of the seed in the 
pan from being burnt, in which case 
no oil could be drawn from the affect- 
ed portion and which in consequence 
caused a serious loss. Sometimes an 
agitator worked by mechanical power, 
consisting of a small vertical shaft 
ruuning to the bottom and center of 
the pan with two curving arms at- 
tached to the end, branching in op- 
posite directions, would be kept fn 
constant motion during the heating 
process. The arms as they swept 
around the bottom of the nan, tosome 
extent prevented the seed from being 
scorched, but the whole operation 
proved costly and troublesome and 
was entirely abandoned upon the ad- 
vent of the new steam jacketted 
kettle some years after. 

It was this difficulty which led the 
way to the invention of the latter, by 
meuns of which a uniform heat cotld 
be transmitted through the seed with- 
out scorching. 

Many ingenious devices to facili- 
tate the expression of the oil from 
the seed were formed, put into exeeu- 
tion and foratime evidently served 
the purpose of the hour. In some 
cases a pestle and mortar press was 
used to reduce the seed before being 
placed under the stones; in other 
eases, large troughs would be formed 
and the seed broken by the passage 
of heavy iron or stone rollers. Men- 
tion has been made of oil being drawn 
from pounded seed by a still more 
primitive system in the early part of 
the present century. The seed to be 
operated upon would be placed ina 
bag between two iron plates, and set 
vertically against the stump of a tree. 
A few inches distant from the plates 
on the outer side, a strong post was 
driven well into the earth, between 
which and the plates wedges were 
pounded. This pressed the plates 
containing the seed firmly against the 
stump and caused the oil to flow, The 
operation of pounding on the wedges 
was continued until the oil ceased to 
drip. To still furthersupplement and 
prevent relaxation of pressure, a long 
horizontal lever was secured to a tree 
stump, or in some cases to stout up- 
right posts bound firmly together, 
and so arranged that the lever 


was also securely adjusted to 
the wedge, between which and 
the stump the seed to be 


pressed was placed. Great pressure 
could then be brought to bear on the 
seed by suspending weights from the 
end of the lever and in proportion to 
the weight suspended. 

Another method somewhat differ- 
ent, but involving the same general 
principles, was also commonly used. 
In this case a small wooden press 
frame, with four stout posts, was 
placed immediately below the lever 
and resting on the ground. ‘Che seed 
to be pressed was placed near the 
bottom of this primitive structure, 
three or four bags being placed over 
each other according to the sizeof the 
frame, and flat pieces of hard wood 
placed between them. Between the 
posts at the top of the press, and rest- 
ing on the upper bagof seed, a square 
piece of solid wood was put, having a 
projecting hub or shoulder from its 
upper side, and upon which the hori- 
zontal lever rested. As in the former 
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centage of quicksilver as the best 


which was considered a prodigious 
amountin those days. Its form was 
that of an oblong rectangular frame, 
having two pressing plates, one at 
each end of frame, so that two cakes 
could be operated upon at one time. 
About the year 1835 the usual meth- 
od of working the machine was as 
follows: When the seed had been 
crushed by the iron rolls, ground by 
the vertical stones and heated to the 
desired point in the pans, it would be 
withdrawn in certain portions in 
woolen bags and arranged so as to 
be of uniform thickness. These were 
again wrapped in horse hair envel- 
opes and each cake would be placed 
in its position in the _ press. 
Wedges would then be put into posi- 
tion in center of the press, between 
the movable plates, the heavy wooden 
stamper then raised by machinery 
and permitted to drop suddenly. The 
stamper was usually about 16 feet 
long and 8 inches square, weighing 
sometimes 1,300,or1,400 pounds, It was 
raised 15 times per minute to a heighs 
of 30 inches. During the final stroket 
of the stamper, when the wedges had 
been driven solidly home and the oper 
ation, which took six or seven min- 
utes, was nearly completed, the 
stamper would tremulously quiver 
and sometimes rebound two or three 
times and several inches each time at 
the completion of a stroke. The 
wedges being thus tightened, the 
plates containing the bags of seed 
would be forced against the inner 
and opposite sides of the press frame 
until the desired pressure had been 
attained and until the oil ceased to 
flow. Holes to permit the oil to pass 
through were drilled in the plates and 
through the bottom of the press. 

The proficiency of the Dutch dur--: 
ing thelatter part of the last century 
and the earlier part of the present in 
their particular methods was remark- 
able. They were credited with hav- 
ing a secret process of extracting the 
oil from the treated seed, a belief 
which excited the envy of their Eng- 
lish and French competitors. It was 
a@ well known fact that there were 
several milisin Holland which were 
regularly operated for many 
years with the sole object of ex- 
tracting the oil from the cakes 
which they had purchased from the 
French and neighboring nationali- 
ties after passing the process of their 
mills. It was afterwards established, 
however, that there was nothing in 
their process very much dissimilar 
from those contemporaneous with 
them, excepting that they did their 
work much more effectively. The 
Dutch sometimes used a small fur- 
nace enclosed in such a peculiar 
manner between the revolving verti- 
cal stones, that the motion of the 
stones did not disturb it, and by 
which means they imparted heat to 
the seed when undergoing the tritu- 
ration process. 

In 1849 a London firm secured let- 
ters patent on a machine of their in- 
vention,which by means of # plunger, 
or piston moving in a cylinder, con- 
nected to a steam piston by acrank, 
caused the oil to flow from the seed 
Seip J placed in the cylinder, 

he construction of the machine was 
so designed that the bruised seed was 
permitted to fall from a hopper 
through a hole in the upper part of 
the cylinder, andimmediately infront 
ofthe oil piston before the latter 
would commence its stroke. When 
the machine would be set in motion 
the seed would be driven to the end of 
the cylinder and for the instant 
crushed, causing the oil to flow 
through small openings drilled in the 
bottom of the cylinder. The return 
stroke of the piston permitted another 
charge of seed to fall from the hopper 
to be again crushed, upon the com- 
pletion of the next stroke. As onlya 
very limited quantity could be put 
through at a single operation, owing 
to the fact that the oil and meal cyl- 
inder rapidly became choked and re- 

uired constantly to be cleaned out, 
this appliance soon lost favor,

HOP WASTE OR LUPULINE, 


In the matter of the protest of Wm, 
Jung & Co. against the decision of 
the collector of customs at New York 
as tothe rate and amount of duties 
chargeable on certain hop waste, im« 
ported December 22, 1891, the follow- 
ing is the opinion by general Ap- 
praiser Wilkinson: 

The merchandise is lupuline, a 
resinous secretion in the form of a 
powder from the scales and fruit of 
the hop flowers, which are the hops 
of commerce, The article is invoiced 
as hop waste, and the character of the 


method, pressure was acquired by 
suspending weights from the end of 
the lever. 

The primary principle incorporated 
in the present excellent method of 
crushing the seed by cast or chilled 
iron rolls, owes its origin to the fol- 
lowing incident: In 1820 a pair of 
circular stones of the same mineral 
substance as those commonly used 
for knife grinding (about 18 inches in 
diameter and 8 inches across the 
face), were placed together, one 
above the other, and caused 
to move at the rate of 75 rev- 
olutions per minute. The seed 
to be crushed was distributed along 
between the stones inthe same man- 
ner that the seed is applied to modern 
rolls, excepting that in the former 
case the work was done by hand. The 
result was much inferior to the work 
done by the heavy vertical stones 
and for several reasons they were 
abandoned. It was intended that 
these mineral rolls would give the 
seed a preliminary bruising prepara- 
tory to its a placed beneath the 
vertical stones in order to facilitate 
the work of the latter. But the cir- 
cular stone rolls lacked the weight to 
crush the seed, the speed to do it 
efficiently and the adhesibility to per- 
form the work even in the event of 
their possessing the two former qual- 
ifications. Small fragments began to 
chip from the face of the stones soon 
after motion had been transmitted to 
them, the fragments increassing in 
size and number until finally one 
broke across. Thisexperience puta 
decisive damper upon the idea ot ever 
again using stones for a similar pur- 
pose. A few years after this experi- 
ment an English oil miller caused two 
cast iron rolls of equal diameter to be 
placed together parallel and ina hori- 
zontal position and bound solidly 
by a stout set of screws. The seed 
crushed by this method was the best 
work which up to that time had ever 
been performed, and the introduction 
of these rolls proved a step in the 
right direction. 

olls of unequal size,one being four 
feet in diameter and the smaller one 
one foot, with 14% inches across 
the face, were also introduced 
as an improvement upon the 
former principle and were reg: 
ularly operated in many _ mills. 
The large rol! made 56 revolutions per 
minute, and operated the smaller one 
by friction. As the business gradu- 
alty advanced these were again sup- 
erceded by iron rolls of common cast 
material, but latterly by chilled metal 
ground down to a glassy smoothness 
on the surface, and placed horizont- 
ally over each other in aslotted frame 
tu the number of three, sometimes 
four, and as at the present day in 
many large mills, to the number of 
five, which now constitutes a regular 
full size set. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
vertical stones were as perfect as the 
mechanical skill of the period would 
permit, it was found that a large pro- 
portion of seed escaped the crushing 
process which the stones were expect- 
ed to perform. This was partly owing 
to the peculiar side motion of the 
stones, their rapid motion as compar- 
ed with those in operation in more 
modern times (35 revolutions per 
minute were then made, now the 
speed rarely exceeds 15 per mipute) 
and the oozing, escaping tendency of 
the smooth seed the instant the pon- 
derous weight of the stones began to 
be perceptible. This was a great logs 
because the seed which passed un 
bruised refused to yield oil under 
pressure afterwards. To overcome 
this difficulty it was seen that if the 
seed was first passed through iron 
rolls c'osely adjusted to each other, 
having faces turued up to adeal level, 
every individual grain would be 
bruised thus greatly facilitating the 
trituration of the mass when placed 
under the vertical stones and natur- 
ally causing a much larger yield of 
oil when subjected to pressure :fter- 
wards. This demonstrated the urg- 
ent need of the rolling system and es- 
tablished their utility. 

The business was now conducted 
(1835) on certain definite plans and 
carried out much more uniformly 
than theretofore, The knuckle and 
screw press was used considerably 
about thisiime. It is nowin usein 
many parts of the world where the 
extraction of oil from fatty or vege- 
table matter is carried on «and which 
does not require great pressure. The 
old Dutch or stamper press was,how- 
ever, more commonly in use. This 
press, as its name indicates, was in 
vented in Holland in 1650. It was 
solidly constructed, occasionally of 
hard wood, but more frequently of 
iron, and was capable of withstanding 
apressure of sixty or seve.ty tons, 
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dust and otherimpurities mixed with 
the lupuline in question shows that 
it is the sweepings from floors where 
hops have been stored or handled. 

n the decision on tonka bean 
crystals, a case analogous to this, the 
board held that the merchandise was 
expempt from duty asa crude vege- 
table substance. 

Lupuline, however, is largely used 
for medicinal purposes. The United 
States Pharmacopoeia states it should 
not contain more than 8 per cent. of 
ash, owing to the impurities men- 
tioned, the merchandise does contain 
more than 8% of ash, but this affects 
the purity of the drug and not the 
fact that lupuline isa drug. 

We find that the lupuline in ques- 
tion is not hops and that it is a crude 
drug of the class enumerated in par- 
agraph 560, N. T. 

The assessment of duty at 15 cents 
a pound is overruled and the claim 
that the article is exempt from duty 
is sustained.

State Chemist’s Report on Florida 
Phosphates. 


A few practical suggestions to or- 
ange growers and others who may 
desire to test soft ee may not 
be out of place. It is well toremem- 
ber—first, that soft phosphate is not 
a complete fertilizer, and that it con- 
tains only one of the three prominent 
elements needed in plant life; second, 
that the solubility of soft phosphates 
is probably influenced largely by soil 
und other conditions, which it is im- 
possible to determine beforehand; 
and third, that a great many soils in 
the state already contain all the phos- 
phoric acid that is needed or will be 
needed for years to come. In mak- 
ing the experiment in a grove, for in- 
stance, something like the foliowing 
plan should be pursued: Let two 
rows of similar size, age and previous 
history, so far as fertilizer is con- 
cerned, be selected. To the one let a 
liberal application of soft phosphate 
be made, with a sufficient amount of 
nitrogen and potash. To the other 
let the same amountof nitrogen and 
potash be given without the soft 
phosphate. It is, of course, essential 
in such an experiment that the nitro- 

en should be in this case derived 

rom some substance entirely free 
from phosphoric acid. Substances 
like bone, fish scrap, tankage, cotton- 
seed meal and all other animal and 
vegetable materials are obviously in- 
admissible. Nitrate of soda or sul- 

hur of ammonia must be used or 

he experiment would have little or 
no value, Potash should be in the 
form of sulphate. Now, if at the end 
of a year's time, with identical care 
and culture, the row of trees that was 
fed with soft phosphate showed bet- 
ter results than the one that did with- 
out it, it might be safely assumed, for 
this particular grove, that soft phos- 
phate was a good thing to buy and 
apply. Of course, any other tree or 
crop may be made the subject of the 
experiment, observing the same plan 
and conditions. 

As regards the soft phosphates, as- 
suming that even one-half of what is 
now claimed by its friends for this 
new material shall prove to be true, 
they have a most valuable product, 
and one that will find an almost un- 
limited field of usefulness. The writer 
believes, however, that the great ulti 
mate market for these phosphates is 
notin Florida. Naturally the home 
market is the first to be cultivated 
and reached. The same conditions, 
however, which have given to Florida 
the most extensive known deposits of 
phosphate have more or less obtained 
all over the state. The soil itself has 
to no inconsiderable extent been a 
beneficiary in the liberal and wide- 
spread distribution of this essential 
element of plant food. In our Florida 
soils potash is almost universally 
needed, nitrogen generally aud phos 
phoric acid sometimes, But outside 
of Florida there is a world that is 
waiting for cheap phosphate. Millions 
of acres of otherwise fertile soil in the 
eastern, northern and western states 
are now either abandoned, or on the 
point of being abandoned simply be- 
cause the meagre original supply of 
phosphoric acid has been carried 
away to eastern cities or to Europe in 
the form of hay and wheat and corn 
and oats and products. Even Cali- 
fornia orange growers find that the 
first and most pressing need of their 
soil is phosphates, good part of 


Europe is practically in the samephos- 
phate poverty stricken condition. 
this state of things is certain to in- 
crease in a rapid ratio as time goes on 
and population multiplies, Now, if 
without the expense of grinding and 
acid treatment, our Florida miners of 
“soft phosphate” can furnish the 
world at a cost of half what it has 

reviously been paying this ‘*missing 
ink” in the chain of profitable crop 
and productions, it will at once 
be seen what a boom to the 
world the soft phosphates may 
become, and what an_ illimit- 
able fleld there is for their future 
profitable distribution. Of course 
there are questions of transportation 
and others to be equitably adjusted 
which may take years to accomplish, 
But the interests involved are too 
vast to permit any obstacle, however 
great, to perniciously oppose the util- 
ization of what nature herself seems 
to have specially prepared for the re- 
juvenescence of declining agriculture 
inso many of the older portions of 
the world. 

In all that has been said above, the 
writer must not be understood as en- 
tertaining the belief that these soft 

hosphates are at once or at any time 
n the future to take the place of acid- 
ulated phosphates in the fertilizer 
trade. The former have their place 
to win; the latter have an already as- 
sured place in the commerce and ag- 
riculture of the world. As has before 
been intimated, save in the important 
matter of physical condition, judging 
from his own laboratory work, he sees 
no reason to believe that these Florida 
soft phosphates differ in essential 
character or chemical composition 
from South Carolina ‘‘floats’’ or any 
other finely ground phosphate mate- 
rial of medium grade. ‘There have 
been earnest advocates for the use of 
these latter goods, and to a limited 
extent these “floats” find a market in 
their crude state. But for immediate 
results, and for quick growing an- 
nual crops, acidulated goods are not 
likely to be soon supplanted.

The World’s Petroleum Supply. 


Petroleum is produced in various 
countries, either in its raw state 
springing from natural sources—as, 
for example, in the United States, 
Russia, Canada, Dutch East Indies, 
Austria, Roumania, Peru, Argentine 
Republic, and Ecuador, or produced 
by the distillation of bituminous 
schist, as in Italy and France. Up 
to the present the United States has 
been the most important center of 
the petroleum production. The Mon- 
ileur des Inlereis Materiels says that 
statistics establishing the yield dur- 
ing the last months of 1892 seem to 
indicate a gradual exhaustion of the 
sources, as the average m< nthly sup- 
ply in 1892 was only 87,711 gul- 
lons, compared with 94,980 gal- 
lons in 1891. On the other hand 
the production of raw petroleum 
in 1891 and 1890 was re 
spectively 34 and 45 million barrels, 
or @ falling off of 11 million barrels in 
1891. In spite of this the exports of 

etroleum, raw and refined, have fol- 
owed, thanks to the employment of 
tank steamers, an ascending scale, 
and amounted to 740,905,237 gallons 
in 1892, as compared with 667 millions 
in 1891, 

In spite of the diminished produc- 
tion, the prices, instead of rising, 
have experienced a fall, owing to the 
keen competition of Russian with 
American petroleum, hence the 
abandonment of certain springs in 
the United States. 

At Baku, in Russia, the production 
isvery great, and even exceeds the 
demand. No greater proof of this 
fact can be evidenced than the low 
prices lately quoted, viz , one-half co- 
peck per poud (36 lbs, avordupois) for 
raw petroleum, and seven copecks 
free on railway trucks for refined pe- 
troleum. During the first nine 
months of 1892 the production of raw 
petroleum in the Apsheron Peninsula 
amounted to 213,560,157 pouds, ag 
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compared with 213,056,000 pouds for 
the corresponding period of 1891. 

The present depressed condition of 
the petroleum market in Russia will 
be improved, it is ae by the 
formation of the syndicate that has 
been constituted by the seven prin- 
cipal producers of petroleum at Baku 
under the presidency of M. M. Nobel 
freres. 

With respect to petroleum produc- 
tion at Baku, Mr. P. Stevens, Her 
Majesty’s Consul at Batoum, in a re 

ort to the Foreign Office dated 

arch first, states that an oil well 
has recently commenced to flow at 
Baku, which at its present rate of 
production, considerably exceeds the 
daily output of all the largest wells 
that have hitherto been in activity in 
the Apsheron Peninsula. 

It is estimated that the well in 
question is delivering as near as pos- 
sible oue million pouds, or 17,742 tons 
of crude oil a day, but owing to the 
almost insurmountable difficulties 
experienced in getting a flow of this 
magnitude under control, most of the 
oilis running to waste into an ad- 
qotning, lake known by the name of 

omani. . 

The well is situated from a quarter 
to half a mile further eastward on the 
Peninsula than any of the other 
wells, and, it would appear, opens up 
a fresh territory, comprising several 
hundred acres of land from which no 
oil has yet been extracted, 

From the point of view of the im 
portance of the production, the pe- 
troleum supplies of Oanada take the 
third place. From the Ist of January 
to the 80th of November, 1891, 192,700 
barrels of raw petroleum and 248,026 
barrels of refined were exported. 
During the same period of 1892 these 
shipments amounted to 182,371 and 
279,823 barrels respectively, a total 
production in the first 11 months of 
1891 equivalent to 805,687 barrels of 
raw petroieum, and in 1892 to 917,661 
barrels. Petroleum has been found 
in Quebec, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick, and particularly in the 
Northwest territories, where it seems 
certain that there is an immense un- 
explored oil region. It is, however, 
in the county of Lambton, Ontario 
whence most of the oil has been, and 
still is, obtained; the township of 
Enniskillen is one of the largest oil 
producing districts, and the oil is ob- 
tained there at a depth of from 370 to 
600 feet. The first flowing well was 
struck in February, 1862, and before 
October of the same year there were 
no less than 35 wells. As there was 
no accommodation for the storage of 
this enormous flow, there was a 
frightful amount of waste, and it is 
calculated by one authority that be- 
tween the dates mentioned no less 
than 5,000,000 barrels of oil floated off 
upon the water of a neighboring 
creek. 

The petroleum supplies of theisland 
of Sumatra have only recently been 
exploited. The- product of one dis- 
trict amounted to. 20,000 ten-gallon 
boxesina year. According to the 
most recent analyses the Langkat pe- 
troleums are of excellent quality, and 
moreover they are derived from lands 
the extent of which is forty times 
greater than those in Russia 

According to official statistics, pub- 
lished by the Austrian Minister of 
Agriculture, there were in Gallcia 
in the year 1891, 199 establish- 
ments engaged in the production 
of petroleum, and 79 ozokerite 
mines, supplying together a total 
quantity of 93,875 tons, of an 
estimated value of £491,000.

The Qualitative Examination of Phen- 


acetin. 


BY CHARLES PLATT, A.O., F.0.8. 


Having recently been retained as a 
witness in a government case in- 
volving the identity and purity of a 
certain drug, pesencetsn, it has oc- 
curred to me that the scattered litera- 
ture regarding this new preparation 
which was collected at that time, and 
the results of the long series of tests 
applied, may be of interest to chem- 
ists in general I wish first to ac- 
knowledge my indebtedness to The 
Druggists’ Circular, Squibb’s Ephem- 
eris, The Journal of the Society of 
Chemical Industry, The Zeitschrift 
Sur Analytische Chemie, and other 
publications whose files have fur- 
— many of the data which fol- 
ow. 

Phenacetin first made its appear- 
ance through the agency of Dr. O. 
Hinsburg and was brought before 
the medical world in 1887 by Dr. A. 
Kast. Though since that time it has 
become a familiar remedy to the 
medical fraternity, still the chemistry 
of its composition and the tests for 
its identity and purity are little 
known among chemists, Its me- 
dicinal value is an antipyretic, effica 
cious in a single large dose rather 
than in continued smaller ones, pro- 
ducing no nausea or vomiting, fol- 
lowed by no collapse or other dele- 
terious effects common to most of the 
other preparations. It is non- 
poisionous even in doses far exceed- 
ing the medicinal, 
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has often wasted time and material in trying to obtain a shade ot color, and has

Phenacetin is the acetyl product 
of paro phenetidin, or in other words, 
the ethyl-ether of the para-amido- 


boiled in 1 cc, of hydrochloric acid, 
and the solution after dilution with 
water be cooled and filtered from the 
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reprecipitated crystalline mass, the 
addition of two or three drops of pot- 
assium bichromate produces a fine 
ruby red color, 

A similar test is made with bromin 
water. A small amount of the phena- 
cetin is dissolved in boiling water, 
cooled and filtered as before; bromin 
water is added until a yellow color is 
produced, when the solution should 
remain clear; a cloudiness would in- 
dicate adulteration. 

Boiled with hydrochloric acid with 
the addition of ferric chloride, phena- 
cetin gives a red color, This is con- 
sidered by some, one of the best 
tests for its identity. 

Autenrieth and Hinsbery give the 
following test: Ten to twelve per 
cent. nitric acid added to phenacetin 
in a test tube and then heated to boil- 
ing produces the nitro derivative in 
bright yellow crystals with an orange 
colored solution above. Ags the liquid 
cools more of the crystals separate 
out until, if not highly diluted, the 
entire mass becomes crystalline. If 
this is left exposed to the air for sev- |" 
eral days a asjow change takes 
place, the mass becomes darker and 
finally nearly black, losing its crystal- 
line nature and becoming fluid. The 
ortho-nitrophenacetin recrystallizes 
from water in beautiful yellow crys- 
tals melting at 103° C. eating with 
an alcoholic solution of potash, ortho- 
nitrophenetidin is formed, crystalliz- 
ing in long red needles, which when 
reduced by zinc dust in an alkaline 
alcoholic solution yield a white crys- 
talline body, ethoxyphenylenedia- 
mine, O,H,OC,H,(NH,),. Ortho nitro- 

henetedin recrystallized from alco- 

ol forms fine red prisms melting at 
113° O, 

If phenacetin be heated with alco- 
hol and sulphuric acid,the character- 
istic odor of ethyl acetate is observed ; 
by heating the solution thus formed 
with caustic potash and chloroform, 
the carbylamin reaction is obtained ; 
by boiling with caustic potash, alco- 
hol is formed. ‘This latter reaction 
also serves to on the phena 
cetin from acetanilid. 

The tests remaining are concerned 
chiefly in the examination of phena- 


phenols having the formula C,H,- 
(OC,H,)NHO,H,0. It is a white crys- 
talline powder without taste or odor, 
melting at about 135° O. This melt- 
ing point varies within afew degrees 
and in several samples examined, 
wnich were undoubtedly pure,it stood 
at 132°5°C. in each case. _ A fall of 2° 
©. below this would, however, render 
the purity of the sample a matter of 
suspicion. There are four steps in- 
volved in the preparation of phen- 
acetin from phenol, which is the 
starting point in its manufacture, 
and these, though simple, require 
care and attention that the resulting 
drug may be of the requisite purity. 
First, the phenol is converted to 
nitrophenol by gradually adding it 
(one part) to two parts of nitric acid 
in four of water. An oil separates 
which is washed and distilled with 
steam. when the volatile ortho-nitro- 
phenol distils over leaving the non- 
volatile para nitrophenol asa residue. 

In the second step the ethyl radical, 
C,H,, is substituted in the hydroxyl 
group of the nitrophenol by treat- 
ment with ethyl iodid forming ethyl- 
nitrophenol. 

The third step consists in treatment 
with sodium amalgam, whereby the 
nitro radical of the ethyl nitrophenol 
is reduced to amidogen with the 
formation of phenetidin. 

The final step is the treatment of 
phenetidin with anydrous acetic acid, 
thus substiting the radical O,H,O for 
one atom of hydrogen in the amido- 
gen group. 

As phenacetin is a bi-derivative of 
benzene it occurs in the three iso- 
meric forms as ortho, meta, and para- 
phenacetin, the first with a melting 
point of 79°C., the second meiting at 
97°O., and the third at 135°C, The or- 
tho and the para-phenacetin are both 
of value physivlogically. while the 
meta-pheuacetin is nearly inactive. 
The para phenacetin is that used in 
medicine and, as mentioned, is white 
and tasteless, while the ortho phen- 
acetin which has occasionally been 
used is grayish and leaves a slight 
pungent after taste. 

Tue tests for the identity of phen- 
acetin are not conclusive, taken sep-

The solution in sulphuric acid 
is colorless when cold, but turns pink 
when warmed and yellowish brown 
when strongly heated, which latter 
tintit preserves after cooling. The 
other solutions named above are col- 
orless and those in water and alcohol 
are neutral in reaction.

There is more in this than simple 
fraud upon the buyer as, according to 
Schroeder, phenacetin when taken 
internally yields phenetidin and para- 
amidophenol both harmless bodies, 
while acetanilid yields anilin, 
Acetanilid or phenylacetamid is 
prepared by boiling anilin with gla- 
cial acetic acid. It forms in crystal- 
line plates, neutral in reaction and 
odorless, though producing a slight 
burning sensation when placed on 
the tongue. It melts at 112° and dis- 
tills unchanged at 292°. It is difficult- 
ly soluble in cold water (1-60) and in 
hot (1-50), but is more soluble in alco- 
hol, ether, chloroform and benzol, 
At6°O, 189 parts of water dissolve 
one of acetanilid.

The writer found the 
solution to be colorless when made in 
the cold, but on the first application 
of heat it turned to a yellow and then 
to a dark red, with evolution of fumes 
of the oxides of nitrogen. 
portant to keep this reaction in mind 
when testing phenacetin by the 
method of Autenrieth and Hinsberg. 

Antipyrin or phenyldimethylpyra- 
gzolon may also be found with phen- 
acetin. It forms in rhombic prisms 
and is odorless, possessing a 
pleasant sweetish bitter taste 
The melting oint is 113° 
O., and decomposition takes place at 
a higher temperature, though it may 
be boiled at 141 5° when the pressure 
is reduced to 265 mm, It is readily 
soluble in water and alcohol. Heated 
with nitric acid until the reaction 
commences, antipyrin produces a 
purple colored solution. On pouring 
this into water and filtering, the filt- 
rate shows ua purple red color and the 
precipitate on the paper violet. 

Para phenetidin may be present as 
an impurity, though probably in small 
quantity and from accident or imper- 
fect manufacture. 

As stated above the melting point 
of the sample is an excellent criterion 
of its purity, and this is particularly 
true with acetanilid, owing to its low 
melting point. A mixture of phen- 
acetin with five per cent. of acetanilid 
shows at 113°-114° C., drops of liquid 
on the sides of the tube, and the whole 
mixture melts completely at 127°-128°. 
The indophenol reaction has been 
used as a test for acetanilid, but the 
writer has not found it entirely satis 
factory. The following tests, though 
they fail absolutely to distinguish ace- 
tanilid in the presence of phenacetin 
or vice versa, are valuable as means 
of rapid distinction between the two. 

1, One c.c, of a solution of phenace- 
tin is concentrated hydrochloric acid, 
well cooled, gives the chlorin water a 
red coloration, while acetanilid under 
the same treatment produces a dark 
blue color which afterwards fades. 

2, The corresponding tests may be 
obtained by substitution of bleaching 
powder solution for the chlorin above. 

8. One c.c. of the hydrochloric solu- 
tion treated with potassium perman- 
ganate yields in the case of phenace- 
tin a violet coloration changing to 
dark ruby red, while in the case of 
acetanilid a green color is produced. 

4. The hydrochloric solution of 
phenacetin diluted and treated with a 
weak solution of chromic acid, pro- 
duces a red coloration, Acetanilid

solution in which potash produces a 
blue precipitate. 

As previously mentioned, the for- 
mation of alcohol through treatment 
with caustic potash serves to distin 
guish phenacetin from acetanilid. An- 
other test useful also in detecting 
small quantites of acetanilid in pres- 
ence of phenacetin, is to treat the mix- 
ture with caustic soda or potash in 
the presence of chloroform, when, if 
acetanilid be present, the character- 
istie odor of isonitril is given off. 

An excellent test for antifebrin in 

henacetin and found by the writer to 
be most valuable is made with Plugg’s 
reagent, a solution of mercurous nit- 
rate with a little nitrous acid. The 
sample is boiled with a little water, 
then cooled and filtered. The filtrate 
is boiled with potassium nitrate and 
dilute nitric acid, then mixed with 
some of Plugg’s reagent and again 
boiled. If no red color is obtained 
the sample may be considered as prac. 
tically pure. 

For the detection of para pheneti- 
din in phenacetin the following method 
is found to give the best results. 2°56 

rms, of chloral hydrate are melted 
natest tube on a water bath and 
then 0°65 grms, of the phenacetin to be 
tested is added. If the phenacetin is 
pure it will dissolve, forming a color 
less solution which after prolonged 
digestion, however, acquires a pinkish 
tiat But if only a trace of para-phen- 
etidin be present, the mixture will at 
once become dark violet to a reddish 
or bluish violet according to the 
amount of the impurity present. 

An excellent test for para-pheneti- 
din is as follows: 0°6 grm. of phen- 
acetin is dissolved in warm alcohol 
and five c.c. of a solution of iodin 
in potassium iodid is added. The 
solidified mixture is then heated to 
boiling until the solution is complete. 
If = phenetidin is present, a rose 
red color is produced which become 
more pronounced as the vhenacetin 
recrystallizes. 

It may be in place to speak of 
the more or less similar prepa. 
rations which might possibly be con- 
founded with phenacetin, such as ex- 
algin, kairin, thallin, pyrodin and 
salol. 

The first, exalgin, or ortho ethyl- 
actanilid, is closely related to anti- 
febrin. It melts at 101° OC. and is very 
soluble in hot water. 

Thallin, or tetra-hydroparaguinani- 
solsulfate, is a white crystalline pow- 
der melting at 110° C., moderately 
soluble in water but difficultly soluble 
in cold alcohol.

Origin of Benzoin. 

Tschirch observed in Java that the 
trees yielding benzoin have no secre- 
tory receptacles, and do not contain 
any secretion, the leaves, flowers, 
bark, and wood being entirely free 
from odor. It is only when the plant 
is wounded that the odoriferous ben- 
zoin exudes, and consequently it 
must be regarded as being altogether 
a pathogenic product, Fritz Ludy has 
endeavored to ascertain the substance 
which gives rise in this way to the 
formation of benzoin, the material for 
that purpose having been supplied by 
Professor Tschirch. The published 
statements as to the composition of 
Sumatra benzoin are very discordant 


and untrustworthy, and_ the 
frequently confuse Siam _ wit 
Sumatra benzoin. The

Mimosa Bark. 


The mimosa or wattle bark of Vic- 
toria is derived from three species of 
acacia, the A. pycnantha, A, mollis- 
sima and A. dealbata, For practical 
purposes the second or black wattle 
is best to cultivate, because of the 
rapidity of its growth and the ease 
with which it can be stripped. A 
watery extract is prepared from the 
bark, containing about 45 per cent. of 
tannin, and is preferable, according 
to Baron von Mueller, to cutch. A 
board of inquiry, appointed to inves- 
tigate the subject of wattle conserva- 
tion and bark stripping, in its report 
recommends that indiscriminate and 
réckless stripping should be stopped, 
and regulations framed to encourage 
the conservation and growth of wat- 
tle trees on crown lands. It is pro- 
posed to issue licenses to bark strip- 
pers under stringent conditions to 
prevent waste, and instructions are 
published for raising the trees from 
seed. The seed of the black wattle 
costs from eight to ten shillings per 

—— would suf- 
fice for between five and six acres of 
No special soil is necessary, 
but growthis most rapid on loose 
sandy patches. In an appendix to 
the report, it is suggested that the 
sumac, Rhus coriaria: scotino, R. 
cotinus; valonia oak, Quercus Avgi- 
lops and Q. macrolepis; divi divi, 
Coesalpinia coriaria; Huntingdon 
willow, Salix alba; birch, Betuta 
alba; and a wattle, Acacia saligna, 
might advantageously be reared as 
sources of tanning bark in Victoria. 
The method of ascertaining strength 
recommended ig to exhaust the bark 
with boiling water, filter and precipi- 
tate with chrome alum, then wash, 
dry and weigh. Next, incinerate the 
precipitate and weigh the remaining 
chromium oxide, By deducting this 
from the former weight, the amount 
oftannic acid is found. The im- 
provement in the strength of the wat- 
tle bark after a year’s storage is at- 
tributed to the augmentation of cate- 
chu tannic acid through conversion 
or oxidation of catechuic acid. Ex- 
posure to weather, and particularly 
to mo.sture, causes loss of tannic 
acia by formation of pyro-cateehin.

A week of bright sunshine and 
balmy weather has done much to re- 
store tone to the paint market. Or 
ders have come in freely, and every 
one who has a contract with a manu- 
facturer insists that deliveries should 
be made promptly. Consequently the 
mills are all busy and most of them 
are pushed to their utmost capacity 
to make deliveries on time. The 
improvement in demand benefits 
manufacturers and dealers only to 
the extent of the profit they 
get from enlarged sales, for competi- 
tion keeps prices down to the lowest 
possible limit and admits of no im- 
provement. Price changes are few 
and far apart in the paint and color 
trade and we have none of any con- 
sequence to report this week. Paris 
green is one the of articles on the list 
showing an extraordinary degree of 
animation, 

White Lead, Zinc. Etc. 

Pig Lead.—There is very little inter- 
est shown by consumers. The im 
pression among the latter seems to be 
that prices will coutinue to favor 
them, and as they are pretty well 
supplied at the present time they can 
see no reason why they should in- 
crease their holdings What busi- 
ness has been during the week was in 
small jobbing lots and attempts of 
holders to interest buyers were abor- 
tive. Nomunally 3 9c is quoted, but 
there was little doubt that on a firm 
offer 3 852 would buy, and if any one 
had been disposed to contact for fu- 
ture delivery he would probably have 
found sellers willing to _ trade 
with him on the basis of 3 80c. 
The depression seems to be wholly 
the result of dull trade, as the statis- 
tical position is favorable to holders, 
if current reports concerning pros- 
pective supplies have any reasonable 
toundation. 

White Lead—The bright, warm 
weather of the past few days has stim- 
ulated the demand for lead in oil and 
has caused rather more interest to be 
shown by grinders. Ail the local 
corroders report that they are over- 
run with orders, and as the stock 
accumulated during the dull months 
has almost entirely disappeared, they 
are compelled to run to their full ca- 
pacity, in order to meet promptly the 
calls made upon them. So far as the 
local market is concerned, there is 
very little cutting of prices going on 
at present, but down East, and from 
some points inthe West information 
that points to shading of quotations, 
privately at least is still coming for- 
ward. There is alwys more or less talk 
of important new competition, and this 
week we have a report from New Or- 
leans that a concern with large ca- 
pacity is to be established there. The 
trade has had so much of this thing 
that they are not disposed t» place 
any contidence in reports until some- 
thing more than promises is forth- 
coming. Weare informed by a Liv- 
erpool correspondent that there isa 
commotion among the white lead 
manufacturers of Great Britain, be- 
cause of the efforts of some people to 
show that the manufacture of white 
lead by the Dutch process is highly 
dangerous to those who are er gaged 
in making it. Certain Glasgow peo- 
ple, according to our informant, have 
started an agitation against the old 
style of manufacture because of its 
alleged injurious effects upon the 
workmen, and as a result of their 
efforts a government commission has 
been appointed to inquire into the 
matter. “The old process people,” 
continues our correspondent, “‘are 
now on their mettle and deny that 
lead poisoning endangers those in 
their employ. They claim that the 
Glasgow people who haye worked up 
the excitemert produce au inferior 
article, which 13 not white lead at all, 
und further accuse them of stirring 

0 agitation to benefit their own spe- 
clal ends.”’ A Spatch fromf* ‘.ou- 
isstates thet the Granby (empiny 
hes been alg rved by the National 
C mpapy. lnoquiry at the New York 
office elicited the information that 
th» published reports were incorrect, 
b it the inference was that the amal 
gamation is not an improbability. 

Litharge.—‘Vhe near approach of the 
shut-down season in the glass trade 
causes the consumers of the grade of 
litharge available for glass making to 
go slow in their purchases. Other 
consumers are taking a fair quantity 
and the average of consumption is 
about maintained.

This, in a measure, 
was brought about by buyers retiring 
from the market, having secured 
enough oil to cover their immediate 
wants and only taking further 
supplies according to the induce- 
ments offered. Early ip the 
week considerable oil was taken 
by the refiners at the West, 4,000 
bbls of prime summer yellow being 
taken at 50c, delivered, also 3,000 bbis 
of prime crude.at 41¢ loose fo b mills 
for a refiner in this city. In addition 
to the sales reported in our last of 
choice butter cil for Holland ac- 
count, 3,000 bbls more were closed 
early in the week ata price equal to 
about 55c, f o b bere. The other Euro- 
pean markets at the moment are not 
purchasing further supplies, though 
a story was started that a large lot had 
been taken for Mediterranean ports. 
This, however, lacked confirmation. 
In addition to the sales already men- 
tioned there have been 1,000 bbls of 
prime yellow at 5ic, 350 bbls do at 
5l1c, and 200 bbls of prime yellow for 
July delivery at 58c,and 100 do for 
June at 52c.

impression has been that prime crude 
oil is scarce, it still continues to come 
on the market; 1,000 bbls for prompt 
delivery was placed at 48c, though 
early in the week 200 bbls, which had 
been rejected through some techni- 
cality about its being a proper deliv- 
ery, was sold on the dock at 45c, 600 
bbls of prime crude for May delivery 
at 48c, 100 bbls and 48 bbls of prime 
crude at 48c, a lot of 100 bbls of slight- 
ly off summer yellow was sold from 
ock at 49%c. At. the close there are 
negotiations pending which involve 
several thousand barrels of both 
crude and refined at 42c fob 
mills for the former and 6lc 
delivered in the West for the 
latter. Soap stock is not ac- 
tive, though 300 bbls was placed at 
1%c. The market closes steady at 
the following quotations: Prime 
crude 49@50c, with 48c bid; prime 
summer yellow 51@62c, off yellow at 
48@50c ; butter oil 55c, soap stock 1% 

1%c. In their circular Messrs. 

opkins, Dwight & Cc. say: 
“The market ao past week for 
oil has continued firm, and further 
improvement in prices has been real- 
ized, total advance in cottonseed oil 
within a mouth having been 6@7c 
per gallon. There has been taken 
about 10,000 bbls by exporters during 
the last week, principally for the 
Dutch markets. The demand from 
Western consumers and from local 
sources has amounted to about 6,500 
bbls, or more, a large proportion of 
which, however, is shipped direct 
from the mills to the West. This has 
made avery important reduction in 
the already moderate stocks than had 
been looked for in such a short pe. 
riod. Wedoubtif New York is hold- 
ing more than 12,000 bbls of oilin both 
crude and refined, while there ap- 
pears very little prospect of any con- 
siderable receipts for the balance of 
the season. It would be impossible 
to take up a large line of crude in the 
hands of any one holder here, the 
stock of crude being pretty well scat- 
tered. Just atthe close of the mar- 
ket there is a quieter feeling, but we 
hear of some large trades in progress 
and if such trades are effected they 
are likely to score a still further ad- 
vance in _ prices. There is 
nothing whatever to disturb con- 
fidence in the situation, ex- 
cepting so far as the financial 
stringency would affect it. There is 
a larger business in compound lard; 
oieo stearine and tallow have also 
made substantial advance in prices; 
but the home trade has been able to 
get along fairly well so far on its ac: 
cumulations of oil. We think these 
accumulations will soon be disposed 
of and they must resume buying. 
May and June are pretty active 
months with the butter churners of 
Holland, and as they have been hold- 
ing moderate stocks of oil the de- 
mand from that quarter only con- 
firms our ideas of stocks. Their gen- 
eral wants appear to be somewhat 
urgent, indicated by the higher quo- 
tations for oleo oil in the Dutch mar- 
kets as well as forsesame oil. We may 
look for acontinued demand for oil 
from foreign points, but think that the 
trade as a whole will find a further 
advance difficult to establish, except- 
ing as the trade absolutely require 
the oilfor immediat needs. Some 
of the food products outside of com- 
pound lard absorb an immense quan- 
tity of cottonseed oil and of one spec- 
ial article there was sold, we under- 
staid, last week fully 3,250 barrels of 
which cottonseed oil is the chief 
component. The prices paid in this

market through the week for prime 
crude have been from 45@48c, and 
for prime yellow from 48@5ic with 
butter oil at 52@52%c. Itis apparent 
that the continent wants to buy gen- 
eral food supplies and England is 
showing increased interest that way; 
their wants cover not only hog pro- 
ducts, but grain as well and this 
week the advance in the price of 
lard has been, about one cent 
per pound, based largely upon the 
export demand and a moderate stock. 
The price of compound lard has been 
put up about %c, and the demand 
does not slacken, so that the relative- 
ly favorable position position of cot- 
tonseed oil to the compound product 
remains unchanged. Altogether the 
situation so far as cottonseed oil is 
concerned is quite a strong one, 
whether one considers the probable 
demand, or the probable supply for 
the balance of the season.”

Cod Oil.—There has been but little 
actual business done, as stocks are 
small, receipts light, and trading in 
consequence limited. Manufacturers 
are heard to say that the season’s 
work has been satisfactory, and a 
large amount of oil nas been distrib- 
uted. Thereportof the United States 
statistician evidences that a smaller 
amount of oil has been exported this 
year than for many years past. the 
actual figures being given on another 


age. 

. Lord Oil.—This oil is showing a de- 
cidedly firmer feeling, and prices 
have advanced somewhat, prime oil 
being quotab)y 86c. The movement 
has been mostly confined to the satis- 
fying of immediate wants, consumers 
having allowed their stocks to become 
depleted, as the unsettled state of the 
market and the concentration of 
stocks was not conducive to free buy- 
ing. There is more inquiry for Nos, 
1 and 2 than for the other grades. 

Neatsfoot Oil.—There has been but 
little actual business other than a few 
small jobbing par-els intended for 
immediate consumptive use. Stocks 
are moderately small and for the 
most part are controlled by strong 
hands. Prime oil is quotably 75@80c, 
No. 1 selling at 65@70c as to holder. 

Sperm Oil.—This market has been 
rather indifferent during the past 
week and little or no interest outside 
of the weekly jobbing trade has been 
manifested. Prices, however, are 
closely maintained. From New Bed- 
ford we learn that oil is quiet without 
a single sale transacted, 

Red Oils.—Saponified oil is momen 
tarily unsettled, 54@5%ec being the

Elaine is quota- 
bly 44c for car lots and 48c for smaller 
quantities as to holder. 

Whale Oil.—This market has wit- 
nessed more activity during the past 
week than for weeks previous, sales 
aggregating 600 barrels having been 
made, northern whale on _pri- 
vate terms for export leaving the 
whale oil market again entirely bare 
of stocks.

Black.—There has been more de- 
mand for summer oil, but still most 
consumers prefer 25@30° cold test, 
and most of the business of the week 
has been done in these grades, While 
trade is fairly active, there has been 
no actual increase in the volume of 
business. 

Cylinder Stocks.-The demand has 
been very good, but not better than 
the average for this season. Prices 
are without quotable change. 

Neutral Filtered.—The demand con- 
tinues to improve, though it does not 
exceed the limit fixed by actual re- 
quirements of consumption. The tone 
of the market is steady and prices are 
maintained at the range last quoted. 

Filtered Spindle.—The outlook is 
very encouraging, trade showing a 
steady increase, though there are no 
features in the market that call for 
special comment, Prices are well 
maintained and we hear of nothing 
selling below our former quotations. 

Paraffine.—The market is still un- 
settled, but at the same time there 
haye been no + gee: change in 
prices. Competition with other oils 
is increasingly felt, still the outlook 
for paraffines is large. 


Olli Cake, Meal, Etc. 

Linseed Cake.—The demand for this 
cake has been exceptionally good 
during the past week and consider- 
able has been sold for export at the 
equivalent of $26. The continued 
drought abroad and the higher values 
for other feed stuffs, has greatly en- 
hanced the sale of this article, and 
with a continuance of the present de- 
mand a good month’s business in the 
aggregate must ensue, Some prime 
lots are being held for higher values, 
Calcutta cake is nominally $29 per ton.

Parafine Wax.—The market for 
crude is very quiet. There ig little 
offering from outside sources, but 
there is not much disposition to buy. 
Prices are the same as when we last 
wrote. Refined sells fairly at full pre- 
vious prices. 


Lard.—Western steam lard has been 
very dull and materially lower in re- 
sponse to the decline in the west. 
Sales have been made at lle during 
during the week but the market at 
the present writing is nominally 1110c. 
Clty steam was somewhat easier with 
transactions at104%@10%c. Futures 
are relatively higher, 11 50¢c for con- 
tinent and 11 80c for South American, 

Stearine.—There has been but little 
movement noticed in land stearine, 
and the prices for prime city is nomi- 
nally 11%c. Oleo stearine is quite 
scarce and the demand somewhat 
stronger, prime city being held at 
10c. with 9%c bid. 

Tallow.—The market is in a very 
strong position, the stock being 
small, with 5%c freely bid, both by 
exporters and local consumers, and 
refused, melters’ views being about 
6c. The strong advices from Lon- 
don, announcing an advance of 2s on 
the 100 tbs, with all offers at public 
sales finding ready purchasers.

The tendency of 
Newfoundland oil is toward higher 
prices. Newfoundland, 45c; Labra- 
dor, 44c. 

Degras.—The market is very steady, 
with a good, steady demand. Spot is 
becoming more scarce all the time, as 
not so much wool has been washed 
of late. There is a good deal of poor 
quality of German oil on this market 
now for summer use, and a good deal 
of it is being sold, almost as much as 
of other oil, because it can be more 
easily obtained. German, 2%@2%c; 
American, 24%@2%c; English, 2%@ 
2%c; Freneh, 8@10c. 

Seal.—The season for taking seals 
is now closed and the total catch has 
been less than half what it was last 
year. The price quoted here forhigh 
grade light colored steam refined is 
53@55c.

Linseed Oil._—The situation shows 
little or no change in either the de- 
mand, outlook or prices. The market 
continues very firm at 49cin full car 
lots, although owing to the long seige 
of cold wet weather the volume of dis- 
tcibution has not been large,in conse- 
quence of which stocks are not mate 
rially cutinto by the shutting down 
of the mills, all of which are now vir- 
rually idle. 

Flaxseed._Owing to scarcity seed 
has been quoted all the week as firm 
and unchanged at $107. There was 
only one lot offered, a car of prime, 
which was easily disposed of at above 
figures. No mills are running, con- 
sequently but little current demand. 
Receipts for the week amountedto 
2,200 bushels, making 56,800 bushels 
since Jan. Ist as against 193,440 bush- 
els for same time last year. 

Castor Oil.—Owing to cool weather 
there is a gece demand and prices 
are easily maintained at 14c for best 
grade and 11c for No. 8. 

Castor Beans.—All that came in 
sold at $1 43, but car lots would prob- 
ably ang fully $1 50 if offered, there- 
fore this figure might be accepted as 
the correct value at time of writing. 
Receipts were only 80 bushels for the 
week, 

Lard Oil.—There is no change from 
previous report and vaiues are firmly 
maintained at 85@90c, and the re- 
quest is good. 

Neaisfoot Oil.—This oil has fully 
held its own during the week in the 
matter of distribution as compared 
with last year, values ranging from 
55@65c, as to quality. 

Oil Cake.—The market continues 
firm, with a good demand for the sea- 
son, Itis still held at $23.

Linseed Oil.—This market exhibits 
no particular change as regards either 
activity or quotable values. Car lots 
are firmly held at 49c, and there seem 
to be no disturbing elements 
anywhere in this section. Oontrary 
to general expectations in the 
West the output is not being 
rapidly curtailed from last week’s 
estimate, which was about 40 
per cent of the total yield capable. 

Flaxseed.—The movement of seed 
for the period under review has been 
somewhat brisker than for some 
weeks past, as is shown by the sub- 
joined tabular statement, which gives 
a@ comparative view of receipts and 
shipments for the past three weeks, 
respectively, as compared with the 
same periods of last year:

The inspector’s report showed a de- 
crease in the stocks for the week 
amounting to 68,498 bushels, as com- 
pared with a diminution of 282,660 
bushels for the corresponding week 
of 1892. Of this reduction 3,250 bush- 
els was in special bin stocks, As re- 
gards quality, about 2 8-10 per cent of 
the fiax in sight is below contract 
grade, as compared with some 2 % a 
year ago, A comparison of the seed 
in store today and on the corres- 
ponding date of last year shows a dif- 
ference of 2,581,588 bushels. That is 
to say. present stocks are but 24 2-5 
per cent of what they were at the 
same period of 1892. A synopsis of 
the official report, showing total sup- 
ply, by grade and description is given 
elow:

Arrivals have been a little more lib 
eral, This week’s inspections in have 
aggregated 106 cars, as against 60 last 
week, Of these 106 cars, 98 were 
graded as No. 1, 5 as rejected, and 3 
were “billed through.” The outward 
movement has also been more active, 
although it is said that not any ex- 
traordinary quantity of seed has 
been taken for shipment to the 
East. Inspections out, for the period 
under review foot up 75,114 bushels’ 
of No. 1, 1,312 of rejected and 36,150 
bushels ‘billed tnrough,” making a 
total of 110,576, bushels, as against 
36,072 during the preceding six days. 
The tabulated statement given below 
aff.rds a comparative view of with- 
drawals for the periods’ therein 
indicated. It should be borne in 
mind, however, that the figures for 
week before last include 406,211 
bushels stored in vessels tied up in 
the harbor.

The market for the week has been, 
on the whole, rather dull and heavy, 
both for cash seed and future deliv- 
eries. Not all the arrivals came on 
sale, yet in the absence of inquiry 
sellers found it necessary to make 
concessions. The disposition to ex- 
change May for June or July was less 
pronounced, and as demand for ac- 
commodation declined the premium 
shrank. The only changes reported 
comprised 45,000 bushels of May, 
transferred to July, at 3@3c, while 
last week we saw 125,000 bushels of 
May changed to June at 24%@3e, and 
143,000 May to July at4@4%c. The 
speculative market has been com- 
paratively lifeless, with prices tend- 
ing downward. May flax sold to the 
extent of 30,000 bushels (as against 
69,000 Jast week) and declined from 
$1 10 to $1 08%. last week’s range hav- 
ing been $111@113. July has been a 
little more active, reported transac- 
tions having aggregated over 50,000 
bushels, as against 32,000 last week. 
Prices, however, have fallen from 
$1 14@1 11, while last week’s range 
was $115@117%. September deliv- 
ery has attracted some attention, and 
sales to the extent of 20,000 are re- 
ported at a uniform quotation of 
$110. There has been an utter lack 
of enthusiasm in the market for cash 








seed, where sales of only 17 cars are 
reported on the floor of ’Ohange for 
the period under review. This as 
against 12 cars last week. From 
$1 11% it dropped to $1 08%, later re- 
covering to 109. Last week’s range 
was $1 12@1 13%. The market to 
day witnessed light offerings and a 
languid inquiry. Cash seed on track 
declined about ic. Bids for futures 
were made, but no agreement could 
be made with sellers. 

Oil Cake.—The inquiry for export 
shows no symptoms of abatement, 
and it is reported that bids from the 
United Kingdom are being made at 
figures more satisfactory to sellers 
than those which emanate from the 
Continent. From both sources there 
is a fairly good demand, covering 
prompt shipment, as well as May and 

une deliveries, Local shippers at 
tribute the improvement rather to the 
cabled drouth than to any actual 
scarcity of stock on the other side. 
This market may be quoted to-day 
about firm at $22, with sales of par- 
ticular brands in favorable localities 
at $2225 Mealis in normal request, 
for the season, at $23. Tne tabulated 
statement, given below, shows the di 
rect exports of linseed oil cake from 
Chicago for the periods therein named, 
as Officially reported by the Collector 
of Customs:

Cottonseed Oil.—The firm feeling to 
which reference was made a week ago 
is even more pronounced now than 
then. Not only have offerings of 
southern oil ceased, but previous 
proffers have been withdrawn. De 
liveries on existing contracts have 
been pretty nearly all made, and with 
an advancing lard market the situa- 
tion may be said to be favorable to 
sellers. 

Oleo Oil-—The heavy sales of last 
week in Holland tended to deplete 
stocks, and this circumstance, added 
to dimished exports, has served to 
stimulate activicy among churners, 
The volume of transactions for the 
week, as reported by cable, are esti- 
mated as having been about the same 
as those for last week; i. e, some 7,0u0 
tierces. Under the influence of a 
brisk inquiry, prices advanced from 
61@64il tor extra, with a good inquiry 
for medium grades at 52@57fl. Ex- 
ports continue light. Itis said that 
pr duction is being somewhat cur- 
tailed. and that the home demand 
has been improved there can be no 
question. ‘l'o-day’s cables from Rot- 
terdam report sales of neutral at 70fl, 
an advance of 4fl, 


Lard Oil.—The market is about 
steady at former quotati.ns. The 
little *‘spurt’’ in lard rather encour- 
aged those who pinned their faith to 
an advancing schedule, nor deterred 
sellers. Few tons actions in cash 
Jard are reported, and those which 
are chronicied are for the most part 
said to have been on private terms, 
— at about $1075. May lard 

as been extremely quiet, but closed 
today at about $10 92%@10 95 
with July at $11 15, The firm- 
ness in lard has reacted on oil, and 
waile the inguiry is certainly not 
more than normal, sellers are main- 
taining prices.

acreage in sunflowers increased from 
367,80 acres in 1881 to 704,500 acres 
in 1887. Sunflowers with small seeds 
are cultivated for the oil, and those 
with large seeds for eating the seeds 
as nuts. The oil is extremely nutri- 
tious, and has a pleasant flavor. An- 
other source of profit is foundin the 
residual cake, for which there is a 
constant and growing demand abroad. 
The shells or husks of the seeds also 
forma valuable article of trade as 
fuel, when wood is scarce, and the 
seed “cups’’ are prized by farmers 
as food for sheep. The money value 
per acre of the crop is large, perhaps 
superior to any other crop cultivated 
io Russia, The methods of cultivation 
are various. Some of the Russian 
farmers invariably sow sunflowers 
after wheat or rye, and others only 
after oats. Others advocate sowing 
after clover, and some consider it 
most profitable to put sunflowers 
into land which, after four or five 
crops, has lain fallow for two years. 
On the other hand, it seems generally 
admitted to be a mistake to sow 
grain immediately after a sunflower 
crop, an interval of a year being nec- 
cesary to the rest of the land. Some 
of the farmers of Voronezh sow sun- 
flowers in the same field for seven 
years in succession; then sow buck- 
wheat; and then, after a year’s rest, 
rye. As firewood, the stalks of the 
sunflower plant produce a bright, hot 
flame quickly, and form a pleasant 
and fragrant fire. An acre of sun- 
flowers wlll yield about a ton of this 
fuel. As the sunflower is rich in 
potassium, even the ashes have a 
commercial value for fertilizing pur- 
poses.

Phenolphthalein and Methylorange as 
Indicators. 


According to M. B. Breed, in a 
paper just read before the chemical 
section of the Franklin Institute, it 
appears that when using phenol- 
phthalein as an indicator in alkali- 
metry, there are certain precautions 
necessary that have not been suffi- 
ciently insisted upon in the literature 
of the subject. The following experi- 
ence, however, will show the necessity 
for great care in its use. 

During the standardization of a hy- 
drochloric acid solution against nor- 
mal caustic potash, phenolphthalein 
and methylorange were both used as 
indicators; and it was observed that, 
while with methylorange 20 c.c, of 
the acid required only an average of 
19°443 c.c. of the alkali for neutraliza- 
tion, with phenolphthalein the same 
amount of acid required an average 
of 19,765 c.c. of alkali, a difference 
which would introduce a considerable 
error. ,The same results were ob- 
tained with henophthalein, even 
when the solution was heated to boil- 
ing, and soit was believed that car 
bon dioxide could not be the cause of 
the eee. That the source of 

| the difficulty lay with the phenol- 
phthalein, and not with the methyl- 
orange, seemed probable from the 
| fact that it took more alkali to bring 
the color of phenolphthalein than to 
discharge that of methylorange; and 
also from the fact that, while the 
amounts of alkali used with the former 
varied from 19°65 ¢.c. to 198 c«e., 

those used with the latter were prac— 
; tically coustant, differing only by 
0 025 ec, Nothing could ke found in 


NITRATE 
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threw any light on the problem. 
Fresh solutions oa with great 
care, gave analogous results, and 
after many fruitless attempts to ex- 
plain the discrepancy, it was con-- 
cluded that traces of carbon dioxide, 
dissolved by the alkali, must after all 
be the source of error. This would 
explain matters; for acid potassium 
carbonate, which would be formed in 
the solution during titration, is neu- 
tral phenolphthalein, but alkaline to 
methylorange; and, therefore, as part 
of the alkali had been rendered neu- 
tral to phenolphthalein, it would take 
more of the solution to affect that in- 
dicator than to affect methylorange. 
This explanation was proved to be 
correct by prolonged, hard boiling of 
the solution, when using phenol- 
phthalein. Alkali was titrated with 
acid in this case, and it was found 
that by boiling ten minutes or 80 
after the end point had keen ap- 
parently reached, the color could be 
made to reappear, and that it con- 
tinued to reappear after each addition 
of acid until the amount of acid used 
was exactly equal to that used with 
methylorange. As the end point was 
approached, longer and _ longer 
periods of ‘boiling were necessary 
after each drop added. A single 
titration never took less than an hour. 
In view of this, a word of caution 
seems necessary. It is never safe to 
use phenolphthaliein, unless the solu- 
tion is known to be absolutely free 
from carbon dioxide, or unless it is 
boiled long and thoroughly after the 
end point is apparently reached. As 
it is nearly impossible to keep a so- 
lution of caustic alkali entirely free 
from carbon dioxide, a titration with 
phenolphthalein is often as tedious as 
a graviu.etric determination, 
henolphthalein is probably used 
at present more extensively than any 
other indicator, but these objections 
make it desirable to adopt something 
more reliable and convenient. Methy- 
lorange is not affected by carbon di- ' 
oxide, and when a sufficiently dilute | 
solution is used, its end pointissharp. ; 
It has been found very satisfactory ; 
for sensitiveness and accuracy, and it 
is therefore strongly recommended 
wherever it is possible to use it. In 
the discussion which followed Mr. 
Haines suggested that the glass} 
beaker may have been attacked by 
the boiling alkaline solution, result- 
ing in extraction of alkali from the 
glass, e pp J if the boiling was 
continued as longasan hour. Such; 
action has been observed even with 
Bohemian glass. The glass is said to 
be generally attacked as a whole. As 
regards phenolphthalein and methyl- 
orauge he wished to call attention to 
the statement of R. T. Thompson, in 
his comprehensive poe. on indica- 
tors, that phenolphtbalein has five 
times greater delicacy or sensitive- 
{ness than methylorange. In other 
words, in 100 ¢.c. of distilled water, 
the former requires but 0°1 c.c. of ex-

showed that this difference was not 
due to carbonic acid, but to the inter- 
ference of neutral salts of sodium 
potassium, and ammonium formed 
during tritration, which affect the de- 
licacy of methylorange, but not phen- 
olphthalein, except in the case of salts 
of ammonia. Neutral salts of calcium, 
burium and magnesium have the 
same effect upon methylorange. 

In estimating calcium, magnesium 
and sodium carbonates, asin Hehner’s 
method of determining the hardness 
of waters, Mr. Haines has found, as 
others have also, that phenacetolin is 
preferable to methylorange, but in 
this case the former must be used hot, 
‘he latter cold. He finds that the 

| alcoholic solution of phenacetolin 
keeps very much better if it is not 
filtered from the insoluble residue 
found in the article as sold. 

Mr. Henry Pemberton, Jr., remark- 
ed that in titrating with phenolphth- 
alein and with methylorange as indi- 
cators, different results would be ob- 
talned if the standard alkali contained 
alumina. This impurity is not infre- 
quently present in sodium or potass- 
ium hydrate. Evena small amount 
of alumina (about 0°002 grams.) will 
require when methylorange is used 
1c.c, of N-10 acid more than when 
ee is used. 

Prof. E. 8S. Keiser, in reply to Mr, 

' Haines, said that while according to 
R. T. Thomson, methylorange was 
not as sensitive as phenolphthalein, 
{other observers had found it to be 
more sensitive. For example, J.Wie- 
| land found that from three to four 
' times as much of a 1.100 normal solu- 
tion was required to bring about the 
change of color with phenolphthalein 
as with methylorange. That is the 
phenolphthalein is less sensitive than 
the methylorange. Experiments 
made in the speaker’s laboratory in- 
' dicated that methylorange when used 
| in the proper dilution was fully as 
' sensitive as phenolphthalein. The 
great objection, however, to the use 
ti of phenolphthaiein in ordinary titra- 
tions is its sensitiveness to carbon di- 
oxide, and that it is neutral to acid 
carbonates. For example, R. B. 
Warder has shown that alkaline solu- 
tions of this indicator can be decolor- 
ized by shaking them with air, and 
that by simply breathing upon the 
red liquid the color is discharged. 
The phenolphthalein is not colored 
by acid carbonates. Mr. Haines 
would find in the paper by R. T. 
!Thomson, to which he refers, that 
that author distinctly states that when 
} alkaline hydroxides containing alka- 
line carbonates are titrated and phe- 
| nolphthalein is used as indicator, the 
| color disappears when the hydroxide 
igs neutralized and the carbonate 
changed to acid carbonate. That if 
‘ the solution is. then boiled the color 
reappears because the acid carbonate 
is decomposed, and more acid must 
be added and the titration continued 
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until the color no longer appears in 
the boiling solution. 

As itis almost impossible to prevent 
standard alkali solutions from ab- 
sorbing carbon dioxide from the air, 
it is evident that the strength of such 
solutions will constantly change if the 
determinations are made with phe- 
nolphthalein as the indicator. On 
the other hand, if the titrations are 
made with methylorange as the indi- 
cator, the results are in no way influ- 
enced by the amount of carbon diox- 
ide that has been absorbed. Hence, 
in all ordinary work it is advisable to 
use meteylorange.

The Beginning of Window Glass Making 
in Pennsylvania. 


Mr, Albert Gallatin and his associ 
ates established a flourishing window 
glass factory at New Geneva, in Fay- 
ette county, Pa., somewhere about 
the year 1797. Various dates have 
been assigned for this undertaking, 
one published statement placing it as 
early as 1785, but the most reliable 
evidence appears to be in favor of the 
latter date. The abundance of good 
giass and the wealth of timber were 
the attracting forces. The glass house 
was 40 feet square and contained one 
8 pot furnace. The enterprise was 
reasonabiy successful and continued 
for 30 or 40 years. But more signifi 
cant was the opening of a glass house 
in Pittsburg somewhat earlier than 
this, since the city has now become 
the center of the industry in America. 
There is a tradition that this earlier 
factory was established in 1795, and 
was located on the west side of the 
Monongahela, at what is now called 
Glasshouse Ripple. It was devoted 
extensively to the production of win 
dow glass, and is reported to have 
been about the same size as the New 
Geneva plant. Two years later, in 


.1797, Gen. James O'Hara and Maj. 


Isaac Craig established more exten- 
sive works, whose date and history 
are quite authentic. We believe that 
these were the first works in America 
to use coal in the manufacture of 
glass. As the spply of fuel was 
right at hand and practically inex- 
haustible, they eseaped a source of 
danger which constantly menaced 
those establishments which depended 
upon wood. ‘The works were intend- 
ed for the production of window glass, 
but, like many of the plants in those 
days, also turned out some bottles. A 
memorandum found among Gen. 
O’Hara’s papers suggests that for a 
time at least the outgo made moreim- 

ression upon him than the income, 
Ge it reads, “To-day we made the 
first bottle, at the cost of thirty thou- 
sand dollars.”’ Many difficulties had 
to be overcome before the works prov- 
ed successful. They were subse- 
quently enlarged and improved, and 
glass making became one of the 
recognized industries of Pittsburg. 
A glass house has ever since been in 
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continuous operation upon the very | drying oil, a mixture composed of 


site of this early factory. It cannot be 
said, however, that glass making was 
an assured success in Pittsburg until 
as late as 1830, 





Cocoa in Ecuador. 


The British consul at Guayaquil 
makes the following report in the | 
trade and cultivation of cocoa in Ec- 
uador: 

The cocoa harvest, though still fall- 
ing short about 10 per cent. of that 
for 1890, was 53 percent. in excess of 
1891, viz., 321,193 quintals (14,352 tons), 
as compared with 209,835 quintals 
(9,868 tons). Prices were well main- 
tained throughout the year, and the 
Christmas crop of “‘Aftermath,”’ was 
proportionately large. 

Tnere is no special feature of in- 
terestto recordin respect to the cul- 
tivation of the cocoa tree, both the 
system of planting shoots and raising 
from seed having been continued 
with varying success. ‘The extension 
of various plantations has added con. 
siderably to the acreage, and, and as 
such developments bid fair to con- 
tinue, the production of the cocoa 
bean is likely to be largely increased 
in the near future. 

It is worthy of remark that hitherto 
the increase in the crops has not been 
in proportion to the new fields laid 
under cultivation, but since seed- 
raising promises well, greater hopes 
are entertained of realizing a propor- 
tionate return. 

The increase in 1892 proceeded 
principally from the Arriba (up-river) 
districts. Machala and Balao,though 
having yielded more than in 1891, 
nevertheless fell considerably short 
of the average, excessive raoisture 
having affected the young shoots in 
thé latter district, whilst the River 
Jubones, in Machala, overflowing, in- 
undated and completely destroyed ex- 
tensive plantations. 

The export of cocoa direct to Eng- 
land is becoming smaller every year. 
This,to a certain extent,is doubtlessly 
due to competition of the colonial 
product, but probably more to the 
fact that the prop»ganda established 
in Germany, through direct sales to 
chocolate manufacturers in the small 
towns of the interior, has put a stop 
to the old system, under which such 
manufacturers drew their stocks 
from the large importing firms of 
London. ‘The consequence is that 
the supplies for the Continent go now 
direct to their destination, and the 
imports of England represent only 
what is actually consumed there.

Claim.—1. The process hereinbe- 
fore described of treating drying oils, 

which consists in combiring, with a 





metallic soap mixed by the agency 
of heat, with an oil not degenerated 
by the heat required to effect the mix- 
ture, whereby the drying oil is ren- 
dered thicker and its color preserved 
substantially as and for the purpose 
set forth. 

2. The process of treating drying 
oils for the purpose of thickening the 
same and preserving their color, con- 
sisting in first making a compound 
of metallic soap mixed, by the agen- 
cy of heat, with an oil not degenerat- 
ed by the heat required to effect the 
mixture and then adding this mixture 
tothe drying oil selected, with the 
further applicat'on of heat, substan- 
tially as set forth. 

3. The process of treating drying 
oils consisting in first making a mix- 
ture of cottonseed oil and a metallic 
soap, by the agency of heat applied 
thereto, and then adding this mix- 
ture to the drying oil selected, with 
or without the further arplication of 
heat, substantially as and for the 
purposes set forth.

The Radam Libel Suits. 


The suit brought by William Ra- 
dam, manufacturer of the Microbe 
Killer, against Dr. Eccles and the 
Druggists’ Circular to recover $200,- 
000, on account of the article written 
by Dr. Eccles and published by the 
Circular in September, 1889, has at 
last been decided and a verdict ren- 
dered for the plaintiff for $500. The 
jury compromised after being outa 
long time. Ten of them were in favor 
of making the amount 6 cents. 

On the trial Justice Andrews re- 
fused to allow the defense to offer evi- 
dence in justification toshow that the 
statements contained in Dr. Eccles’ 
article were true, on account of the 
form of the answer. Townshend in 
his work on Libel and Slander justi- 
ties the method of pleadings adopted 
by their lawyers, who say that they 
believe they can reverse the decision 
op an appeal. 

Had it not been for Judge Andrew’s 
ruling, a verdict would undoubtedly 
have been rendered for the defena- 
ants. In the suit brought by Dr. 
Eccles against Mr. Radam in the Su- 
preme Court, Kings Oounty, on a re- 
ply to Dr. Eccles’ article published in 
the St. Paul Heraid, Mr. Radam set 
up the publication of Dr. Eccles’ 
article in the Circular, as a de- 
fense, and the merits of this 
atticle were thoroughly discussed in 
that suit, which resulted in a verdict 
for Dr. Eccles in tue sum of $6,000. 
Mr. Radam did not attempt to show 
on either of these trials that the an- 
alysis of Dr. Ecc'es was not correct,

There is not much de- 
mand at the moment for future de- 
livery, though a small contract of 
48% was made at120c. High test is 
in ample stock, to meet present re- 
quirements. Agents of the various 
makes are all quoting 1 17%@1 20c 
for shipments, and 1 20@1 26c for 
spot parcels, as to quantity and style 
of packing; only small jobbing sales 
are reported within the range. 


Caustic Soda.—The chief topic of 
the trade has been the offering by 
parties here of a make outside the 
combination for shipment extending 
over the year at prices considerable 
under those named by the United 
Alkali Company. It is reported that 
300 drms have been placed at 2 65c. 
Beyond this nothing of interest has 
transpired, the bulk of the business 
being deliveries upon existing con- 
tracts. A fair jobbing trade is re- 
ported at 2 70@2 85c. as to test and 
quantity. Domestic makers, though 
well sold up, are not disposed to let 
orders pass from their regular trade, 
and are booking orders for July for- 
ward, 

Crystal Carbonate.—The agents for 
this article being sold up are only 
booking orders for June delivery, for 
which they report a good demand, 
the sales reaching fair proportions at 
1 90@1 95c, as to quantity, while for 
store parcels up to 2 15c is asked. 

Salt Cake.—There is a good demand 
for contracts extending over next fire 
at about 55c. This, however, is not 
acceptable to makers, who are gener- 
ally holding for 65c for future con- 
tracts, but are selling for prompt de- 
livery at 60c, at which we get sales of 
200 tons. Foreign makes are nomi- 
nally quoted at 62@63c, but fora 
round lot this no doubt would be 
shaded. 

Sal Soda.—Domestic makers all re- 
port an improved demand, as is 
usual at this season of the year. Sales 
are reported of 500 tons at 924%@95c f. 
o. b,, less the usual discount for cash. 
Foreign makes are in light stock, ow- 
ing to the non-arrival of goods on 
way. The advance abroad in prices 
has restricted shipments of this ar- 
ticle to a censiderable extent. Sales 
are reported of 50 tons to arrive at 
95c, and 10 tons from store 1 05c. 

Bleaching Powder.—Trading has 
been very slack during the past week, 
as regards new business. Agents are 
busy delivering upon existing con- 
tracts which are ample to meet cur- 
rent wants of the trade. For jobbing 
parcels 2%@2%c is asked, There is 
not much demand for softwoods, 
which are quoted at 2 10@2 25c as to 
make, quantity and holder.

Acetic Acid.—There has been a 
good demand for prompt and for June 
delivery during the past week. Val- 
ues remain steady at 1%@2%ce, as to 
quantity and place of delivery.

Manufacture of Potash, Soda and Mag 
nesia from Kainit. 


In Le Genie Civil, M. D. Lidersky 
describes the new process adopted by 
the Buckau Chemical Company, of 
Madgeburg, for producing pure pot- 
ash, soda and magnesia from the 
kainit deposits of Stassfurth, Ger- 
many. Most of this kainitis sold as 
manure, and only a very little has 
been employed in the manufacture of 
potash, partly because so many use- 
less bye-products were found, and 
partly because it was difficult to ob- 
tain a pure potash with the Leblanc 
process, which wasthe only one em- 
ployed. The new process uses up all 
the bye-products, and besides potash, 
it produces soda, calcined magnesia, 
ae sulphate of lime, hydro- 
chloric acid and sulphuric acid. The 
average composition of the kainit 
used is MgSO, 16 18% ; K,SO, 22-24:% 
NaOCl 30-34%, These salts are first 
converted uniformly into sulphate,by 
treatment with sulphuric acid. The 
hydrochloric acid produced is con- 
densed. Ooncentrated milk of lime 
is then added to the boiling solution 
of sulphates to decompose the mag- 
nesium sulphate, The lime dissolves, 
but when left at rest for some days 
after slow cooling, the sulphate of 
lime separates out as a heavy crys- 
taline powder covered with a lighter 
deposit of magnesia. The solution is 
then removed and the magnesia and 
sulphate of lime washed, separated, 
and collected in a filter press, The 
solution is then treated for the sep- 
aration of the potassium and sodium 
salts. Barium sulphide is added with 
the resulting production of insoluble 
barium sulphate and solutions of the 
alkaline sulphides. The solution is 
boiled down to a strength of 20° B. 
and subjected to the action of pure 
carbonic acid gas obtained from the 
decomposition of alkaline bicarbon- 
ates. The sulphides are decomposed ; 
a hydrogen is evolved, 
and bicarbonate of soda and potash 
formed. The sulphuretted hydro- 
gen is burned and converted into 
sulphuricacid. The bicarbonate of 
soda is almost insoluble in the cold 
solution, and is separated by filtra- 
tion. The potassium bicarbonate is 
obtained by boiling down the filtered 
liquid. he bicarbonates are cal- 
cined into neutral carbonates,and the 
carbonic acid gas driven off is em- 
ployed in the decomposition of the 
alkaline sulphides.
